Officers of the Brotherhood of 
Shoe and Allied Craftsmen said the 
new wage schedule they rejected 
amounted to a cut of 19 per cent.

M. L. Friedman, president of the 
shoe company, had told the union 
that the factories must close unless 
a schedule which “would permit the 
company to meet competition,” was 
approved.

Lioyd’s Brokers Insure Souvenir 
Makers Against Change in 
Program for Next May.

LONDON, June 17. — Lioyd’s 
brokers pitted 10 to 1 odds with 
worried souvenir manufacturers to- 
day against the chance that King 
Edward will bring a bride to his 
coronation next May. 

The brokers were doing a land- 
office business insuring pottery and 
knick-knack makers who are be- 
ginning to turn out thousands of 
coronation souvenirs. The manu- 
facturers want the § insurance 
against either a change in the sou- 
venir designs or postponement of 
the event. 

If King Edward married, for ex- 
ample, the mugs, plaques and oth- 
er trinkets would require two por- 
traits instead of one. 

“‘We do not believe these rumors 
of the King’s impending marriage,” 
said a member of one firm of un- 
derwriters. “Consequently we are 
offering 10 to 1 against any change 
in the present plans for the cere- 
mony, whether it be caused by the 
marriage or death of a member of 
the royal family or by war.” 


WOMAN WHO INFORMED

Taken to Detroit Hospital; 15 Held 
for Trial on Murder Conspir- 
acy Charges.

Flyers Burn to Death in Crash in

NORFOLK, Va., June 17.—Lieut. 
Charles K. Mallory, 27 years old, 
of Bethesda, Md., and Radio Man 
W. C. Gray of Wharton, Tex., were 
burned to death today when their 
plane crashed from 100 feet in the 
air, shortly after taking off from 
the naval air station. The men and 
the plane were attached to the 
heavy cruiser Indianapolis.

ANTI-LOBBYING LEGISLATION 
TABLED AND KILLED IN HOUSE 


Some Members Fearful Bill Would 
Hit at A. F. L.. Veterans, Cough- 
lin and Townsend.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Anti- 
lobbying legislation was killed in 
the House today when a conference 
report and Senate amendments to 
the Black-Smith bill were tabled. 
Debate in opposition to the bill 
was led by members fearful that 
the legislation hit at the American 
Federation of Labor, National 


organizations and the Townsend 
movement. The House voted 263 
to 76 not to approve the conference 
report. 

The measure would require all 
organizations collecting funds to 
influence legislation or Federal 
elections to file monthly reports 
with the House clerk on contrib- 
utors and money received and 
spent, It also would require three- 
monthly statements by paid lobby- 
ists before Congress, who would 
have to register with the Senate 
secretary and House clerk. Govern- 
ment departments would make their 
own lobbying regulations. 


BARS BANKS AS INTERVENORS 
IN P, S. €, REORGANIZATION 


Judge Says They Will Be Given 
Every Right They. Woudl Have 
Had if He Had Granted Plea. 

A petition of the First National 
Bank and seven other banks to in- 


tervene in the reorganization pro- 
ceedings of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. was denied today by 
Federal Judge Charles B. Davis. 
Attorneys for the banks, at a-hear- 
ing last Wednesday, contended they 
had an interest in the reorganiza- 
tion, since they had lent the com- 
pany $10,000,000, most of which was 
unpaid. 

Henry W. Kiel, trustee for the 
Public Service Co., through counsel, 
announced tha unless attempts to 
intervene were dropped he would 
withdraw his pending application 
to pay $771,975 in interest on out- 
Standing bonds. The banks hold 
$16,626,000 of the bonds affected as 
collateral for the loan. 

In denying the petition, Judge 
Davis, who has urged prompt ac- 
tion in the reorganization, stated 
the banks had received and would 
be given every right they might 
have if they were allowed to inter- 
vene, especially with respect to par- 
ticipation in hearings and the filing 
of exceptions to and taking of ap- 
peals from any order made.

in 1932, the last presidential year 
primary election. 

No State-wide Democratic vote to- 
tal is available because votes of can- 
didates without opposition were not 
counted in the unofficial tabulation. 
Two candidates defeated on the 
basis of unofficial returns refused 
last night to accept that decision. 
Two others indorsed either by the 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin’s organi- 
zation or that of: Dr. F. E. Towns- 
end were nominated. Four so ap- 
proved were rejected by the voters.

Dominion Supreme Court 
Declares ‘Social Reform’ 
Statutes to Be Unconsti- 
tutional. 


THIS DOESN’T WIPE 


THEM OFF THE BOOKS} 


Merely an Opinion and Ap- 
peal to Privy Council in 
England Will Be Taken 
—Other Rulings. 


By the Associated Press. 
OTTAWA, June i17.—The Ca- 


nadian Supreme Court today de- 
clared unconstitutional two of the 
eight Dominion “social reform” 
laws, held two others to be valid, 
one partly valid and returned five 
tie verdicts on the other three. 

The judgments in brief: 

National products marketing act 
—invalid. 

Employment and _ social 
ance act—invalid. 

Section 498A of the criminal code, 
stipulating fines and imprisonment 
for unfair business practices— 
valid. 

Farmers’ credit arrangement act 
—valid. 

Dominion trade and _ industry 
commission act—partly valid. 

Minimum wages act—tie verdict. 

Limitations of hours of work act 
—tie verdict. 

Weekly day of rest in industrial 
undertakings act—tie verdict. 

Appeal to Privy Council. 

The judgments will be appealed 
to the Privy Council in England, 
either by the provinces or the Do- 
minion, depending on the verdict of 
each case. The judgment of the 
court is not binding and does not 
wipe the “unconstitutional” laws off 
the books. It is merely’an opinion. 
Hence the 3-3 split on the three 
“treaty laws,” minimum wages, 48- 
hour week and weekly days of 
rest, has no practical effect. It 
also will be appealed to the Privy 
Council. 

The Privy Council’s judgment 
will be final, although not binding 
on any lower court. 

Pending the appeal, it is unlikely 
that Parliament will do anything 
to amend the “unconstitutional” 
laws at least not at the session 
expected to end this week. 

What the Laws Provide. 

The Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar- 
rangement Act is a device to scale 
down farm debts. 

Section 498A of the criminal code 
imposes fines and imprisonment for 
unethical business practices as 
recommended by the Price Spreads 
Commission. 

Under the Employment and So- 
cial Insurance Act men and women 
may contribute a portion of their 
wages and receive weekly doles 
when they lose their jobs. 

The Natural Products Marketing 
Act is a statute enabling groups 
of producers of natural products to 
set and regulate the marketing of 
their products. 

The statute found to be invalid 
in part established a trade and 
industry commission as a sort of 
referee over business as recom- 
mended by the Price Spreads Com- 
mission. 

The court found unanimously 
that Section 14, one of the main 
clauses empowering the commission 
to approve price and _ production 
agreements among business rivals, 
was unconstitutional. Another sec- 
tion found unconstitutional desig- 
nated the words “Canada standard” 
as a national trade mark. 


SYRIA AND LEBANON REPUBLIC 
TO BECOME ‘LEVANT STATES’ 


Termination of France’s Mandate 
Virtually Decided on at Con- 
ference in Paris. 

PARIS, June 17.—Termination 
of France’s mandate over Syria 

was virtually decided on today. 

French foreign office and military 
representatives reached an accord 
with Syrian delegates on nearly all 
points for the country’s new status. 

The agreement provided Syria 
and the Lebanon republic shall be 
“independent republics allied with 
France,” and named “the Levant 
States.” 

French troops would remain in 
Syria.

Negotiations to make Syria inde- 
pendent followed French promises 
to discuss a treaty along thé@ lines 
of Iraq's accord with Great Brit- 
ain. Syrian Nationalists named a 
delegation to discuss the proposal 
with the French early this year 
and provisions were agreed on at 
recent conferences in Paris. 


More French Gold Sent to U. S.

WOMAN'S ACCOUNT 
OF BENG LOGGED 
BY ARKANSAS MEN 


Politely Helped Through 
Fence and Brambles Then 
Brutally Beaten With 
Heavy Strap, She Says. 


PREACHER WITH HER . 
SIMILARLY MAULED 


Willie Sue Blagden Tells 
What Befell Her When 
She Went to Share Crop- 
pers’ Strike District.

Memphis woman who says she 
was beaten with a mule strap by 
men of Earle, Ark. This is her 
own account of the incident, told 
for publication. 

(Copyright, 1936.) 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 16.—This 
area is completely terrorized be- 
cause of the share-croppers’ strike 
and everyone knows it. 

I am a member of the Socialist 
party but I am_ not very active. 
However, I am interested in the 
strike. I want to see everyone get 
a@ square deal. 

The Rev. Claude C. Williams of 
Little Rock is a friend of mine. He 
told me he was going to Earle, 
Ark., and asked me if I wanted to 
go along and I said, “Of course.” 

We got to Earle about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon and went to the 
school house where he expected to 
meet someone. We stopped and 
had a soft drink in a drug store 
and waited about an hour but no 
one came. 

Seized by Six Men. 

Then a car drove up with six 
men. Five of them were dressed 
nicely in summer whites and looked 
like fine men. One of them was 
rough-looking, like a foreman. They 
asked us who we were and what 
our business was in Earle. 

Mr. Williams told them he had 
been asked to conduct a funeral. 

Suddenly one of the men got in 
the front seat of our car and one 
got on either side and they said: 
“Drive straight ahead.” 

We went about a mile and 
crossed over a wooden bridge which 
was over a ravine near a soy bean 
field. They made us get out of 
the car and they searched the car. 
They said they were looking for 
“literature.” All they found were 
some teachers’ petitions in connec- 
tion with the teachers’ union fo 
which Mr. Williams belongs. * 

Beatiig of Clergyman. 

They questioned us again and de- 
manded to know who we were to 
see in Earle but we couldn’t tell 
them because we didn’t know. 

Mr. Williams said he simply came 
to preach a funeral service. One 
of the men said: “This is the 
South and no white man preaches 
at a Negro funeral.” 

Mr. Williams said he didn’t re- 
fuse to preach for anyone because 
of color. 

One man _ said: “Listen—we'll 
make you tell the truth.” 

They put me back in the car and 
one of the men remained with me, 
staring at me. 

The others marched Mr. Williams 
down to the river bottom. One of 
them went across the field and 
came back with what looked like 
the belly strap for a mule. 

As I sat there, I heard voices and 
a crash like a tree falling. There 
were 14 crashes—I counted them 
and I knew what they were. Mr. 
Williams didn’t make a sound until 
the last one. Then I heard him 
groan. 

They brought him back. He was 
pale and shaking and his face was 
wet with perspiration. One of 
them said: “Now it’s your turn.” 

Describes Her Flogging. 

I laughed. I couldn’t believe it. 
I said: “This is ridiculous.” They 
took me down where they had 
taken Mr. Williams. They were 
very gallant, lifting barbed wire 
out of my way and pushing back 
branches for me. I laughed at them 
and said “Thank you.” The whole 
thing was amazing. 

They asked me: “Now tell us— 
whom did you come to see in 
Earle?” . 

I told them again I didn’t know. 
Then one of them said: “Get down 
on the ground.” 

I refused and then they started 
hitting me with the strap. It hurt 
but I didn’t make a sound. I 
wouldn’t cry. I stood straight up 
all the time. They hit me on the 
thighs and back about five times. 
I have five marks on me. Three 
are big bruises. 

I said: “There are five of you 
and I am a woman and this whole 
thing is ridiculous. I've heard about 
things like this but I never be- 
lieved they happened.” 

One of them said: “Well, you

SENATOR FLETCHER 
UF FLORIDA DIES AT 77 


Chairman of Banking Commit- 
tee in Senate 27 Years; 
End Unexpected. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Sena- 


tor Duncan U. Fletcher of Florida 
died suddenly today at his home. 
He was 77 years old and had been 
in the Senate since 1909. .He was 
chairman of the Banking Commit- 
tee. 

The Senator awoke this morning, 
apparently feeling all right. Short- 
ly before 10 o’clock he complained 
of feeling ill and called a physician, 
Dr. F. A. Swarthout. The Senator 
was put to bed immediately and 
died about 10:30 a. m. of coronary 
thrombosis—heart disease. 

Only the physician and a maid 
were with him when he died, but 
Mrs, Fietcher and one daughter, 
Mrs. Nell Smith-Gordon, were in 
the apartment. 

Mrs. T. J. Kemp of St. Louis, the 
Senator’s other daughter, was im- 
mediately notified. 

His colleagues recessed until to- 
morrow soon after the Senate con- 
vened at noon. President Roose- 
velt led official Washington in pay- 
ing tribute to the Florida Senator. 
“The country has lost an able and 
conscientious servant in the death 
of Senator Fletcher,” Mr. Roose- 
velt said. 

Before recessing, the Senate 
heard eulogies of Fletcher from 
Senators Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, and Loftin, newly appointed 
member from Florida. 

It was Florida’s second loss in the 
Senate in little more than a month. 
Park Trammell lied May 8 after a 
service since 1917. T-ammell was 
succeeded by Scott M. Loftin, for- 
mer president of the American Bar 
Association. ; 


ALASKA HAS 10 DAYS 
OF HIGH TEMPERATURES 


Unofficial Reading of 108 in 
Seward; Two Persons Over- 
come by Heat.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, June 17.— 
Unusually high temperatures have 
been recorded in Alaska for the 
last 10 days with Seward reporting 
an unofficial reading of 108 de- 
grees. Two persons were overcome 
there yesterday. 

The heat added to the difficulties 
of foresters attempting to check 
a forest fire which was threaten- 
ing the town of Homer, 100 miles 
southwest of Seward. Appeals 
were sent to fire fighting crews in 
nearby towns. 

Temperatures in the _ interior 
ranged in the 70’s and 80’s. A new 
three-year high was recorded here, 
with 85 in the shade. 


HOUSE REFUSES TO REVIVE 
FLORIDA CANAL. PROJECT 


Also Votes Against Accepting Sen- 
ate’s Addition for Two 
TVA Dams. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
House today rejected, 100 to 62, the 
Administration’s effort to revive 
the Florida ship canal project. The 
standing vote was taken on a Sen- 
ate amendmertt to the $2,370,000,000 
deficiency bill authorizing a new 
study of the canal and a continu- 
ance of the project if a board of 
engineers should re port favorably. 
The House voted 116 to 10 against 
accepting the Senate’s addition of 


$1,200,000 for TVA dams at Gilberts- 
ville, Ky., and Watts Bar, Tenn. 


BOAT WRECKED, THREE 
DEAD IN THE BAHAMAS 


Vessel Thought to Be One Re- 
ported Stolen for Search 
for Gold. 


By the Associated Press. 

NASSAU, the Bahamas, June 17. 
—Reports from Inagua Island in 
the Eastern Bahamas today told of 
the finding of the bodies of three 
white men beside a small vessel 
wrecked on a reef. 

A meager description of the craft 
indicated it might be the Girl Pat, 
an English boat which was report- 
ed stolen from Grimsby, England, 
six weeks ago by a party of men 
who came to these islands in it to 
look for buried gold. 

The three bodies were buried on 
the cay, in the Eastern Samana 
group, by the crew of the Acklins 
Island sloop Dove, who found them. 

Word of the tragedy was re- 
ceived here from a_ resident of 
Inagua. He had it from Capt. Dar- 
ling of the sloop City Train. The 
crew of the Dove, Darling said, was 
attracted to the lonely cay by a 
British flag flying there. On the 
reef the men found the bodies and 
beside them several suitcases, a 
Bible and various nautical instru- 
ments. The vessel was seriously 
damaged. 


The Girl Pat, a modern, 25-ton 
motor vessel in the North Sea fish- 
ing trade, put out from Grimsby, 
England, on April 2. Ten days later 
it appeared off the northwest coast 
of Spain, took on supplies, left its 
chief engineer ashore, and van- 
ished, leaving behind a $1175 bill 
for supplies. 

By that time the owners had 

found indications that the crew 
intended to search for buried treas- 
ure in the Salvage Islands, 180 
miles south of Madeira. They filed 
charges of barratry and put under- 
writers’ agents on the fguard in 
many ports. 
Apparently frightened away from 
the Salvages, the vessel next 
showed up at Dakar, Senegal, on 
the African west coast; put anoth- 
er member of its crew in a hospi- 
tal, took on supplies and departed 
hastily when the British Consul 
asked for its papers.

In an interview with a French 
writer, Auriol said a three-month 
period of inflation was necessary 
to cover rising prices until the good 
effects of the rise have balanced 
the bad ones. 

Such inflation, he said, would be 
neither the “listless use of 12 to 15 
billion francs during the last six 
months” nor extensive inflation, 
“which would require the control 
of exchanges.” 

Auriol estimated  25,000,000,000 
francs ($1,650,000,000) in bank notes 
and 20,000,000,000 francs ($1,320,000,- 
000) in gold were either hoarded in 
France or inactive abroad under 
French ownership. 

He added: “The economic revival 
which ought to reincorporate these 
sums is impossible without certain 
price rises.”

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COMPROMISE BASE 
INDICATED BY TAX 
BILL CONFEREES 


Majority Seems to Favor 
Senate Members’ Pro- 
posal in Principal—Dif- 
ferences Over Details.

WASHINGTON, June 17. — The 
tax bill remained tied up in a 
Senate-House conference today, al- 
though some conferees hoped for 
an agreement by tonight. 

House Democrats were known to 
be emphasizing what they called 
a need for special treatment for 
corporations making $10,000 or less 
a@ year. 

There were indications in some 
quarters that a majority of the con- 
ferees might agree in principle to 
a compromise put forward yester- 
day by several Senate Democrats, 
but it was believed that some mem- 
bers wanted changes in details. 

The plan embodies a flat 15 per 
cent tax on corporation income (the 
present levy is 12% to 15 per cent), 
a supertax graduated from 5 to 30 
per cent on undistributed corpora- 
tion profits, with $2000 exemption 
from the latter to all corporations. 

The compromise was designed to 
retain some features of both the 
Senate and House bills. The Sen- 
ate measure, representing a wide 
departure from President Roose- 
velt’s tax recommendations, provid- 
ed for an undistributed profits levy 
of 7 per cent in addition to a 15% 
to 18 per cent corporate income tax. 
The House bill calls for the eventual 
elimination of the present flat cor- 
porate income tax but provides for 
a graduated tax on corporate net 
income, ranging up to 42% per cent, 
according to the percentage of in- 
come withheld from dividend distri- 
bution, 

After a three-hour session last 
night, Chairman Doughton of the 
House conferees said: “I think we 
are going to reach an agreement. 
I don’t know how or when, but I 
think we will do it in a day or 


two.”

A second suit to disbar Joseph 
Bhock, 60-year-old attorney, charg- 
ing him with appropriating money 
due a client while he was under

The petition charges him with 
misappropriating $91, of which

priated about $1400 due six clients. 
In addition, the petition sets forth, 
he kept $25.40, turned over to him 
by his client, the administrator of 
a Probate Court estate, to pay the 
final costs bill. 

Herman Schlueter, the petition 
alleges, turned over $115.65 to Block 
to satisfy a settlement of a judg- 
ment against Schlueter in a_Jus- 
tice of the Peace court where he 
had been represented by Block. 
According to the petition, Block 
kept the full amount but later paid 
out $50 in the settlement, without, 
however, ever having relinquished 
the remainder, $65.65. 

In the Probate Court matter, it 
is stated, Block did not pay the 
costs with the $25.40 given him by 
Schlueter for that purpose, but in- 
stead caused a final settlement to 
be filed for Schlueter as adminis- 
trator of the estate of Charles J. 
Schlueter, in which credit was 
taken for payment of the costs into 
court. Although the final settle- 
ment, filed in July, 1933,. stated 
payment of the costs was evidenced 
by a certain voucher, no _ such 
voucher was filed and the costs 
have not been paid, according to 
the petition. 

Block filed an answer to the first 
disbarment suit last June, denying 
the charges and contending that the 
Grievance Committee was without 
authority to prosecute the action. 
He took the position that the au- 
hority had been transferred to the 
St. Louis Bar Ccmmittee, which 
filed the present suit, after it was 
created by the Missouri Supreme 
Court in December, 1932. 

The Grievance Committee of six, 
three of whom are members of the 
Bar Committee, is still in existence, 
completing the work on hand at 
the time the Supreme Court ap- 
pointed the St. Louis Bar Commit- 
tee and 37 other Judicial Circuit 
committees to administer its new 
rules governing the bar in Missouri.

VENTILATING SYSTEM FAILS 
TO KEEP COURTROOMS COOL 


Shelved in Favor of Fans at Fed- 
eral Building When Mercury 
Climbs to 90. 

The ventilating system of the new 
Federal building supposed to be the 
‘last word” in summer comfort, 
was abandoned in the courtrooms 
of Judges Davis and Moore this aft- 
ernoon, when the temperature, 
which was in the mid-ninties out- 
side, rose to 89 degrees in one room 
and 90 in the other. Windows were 
raised and small electric fans placed 
on the window sills, affording some 
relief to the judges and lawyers, 
and to a jury hearing a case in 

Judge Davis’ court. 

Washed air is the chief element 
of the system, which was depended 
on to keep the courtrooms comfort- 
able, but failed to do so, in the first 
test which has come since the build- 
ing was occupied. The air, enter- 
ing at the sixth floor level, is 
washed in the basement, and is 
pumped into the courtrooms, with 
the windows closed. No ceiling 
fais are provided, and. there is no 
place for them. Today the washed 
air, while doubtless pure, was about 
as hot as the air out in the street. 

Both judges have complained to 
the custodian’s office. Harry E. 
Schuenemeyer, assistant custodian, 
said it had been shown that “washed 
hot air” was a failure in a cooling 
system, and that refrigerating coils 
and a dehumidifier should be added, 
to get proper results.

Indications today were’ that 
about one-fourth of the World 
War veterans in St. Louis and the 
County who received bonus bonds 
Monday night had taken steps yes- 
terday to turn them into cash. 

At the Municipal Auditorium, 
largest of the 11 certification sta- 
tions where the bonds may be re- 
deemed, 3283 veterans presented 
$1,339,600 in bonds for redemption 
yesterday. 

It was thought that about half 
of the veterans redeeming bonds 
did so at the Municipal Auditorium 
station. The number of veterans 
in the city and county receiving 
bonuses has been estimated at 24,- 
600. 

100 in Line This Morning. 

The certification stations were 
busy again today. Nearly 100 vet- 
erans were standing in line at the 
Municipal Auditorium when the of- 
fice there opened at 8:30 a. m. As 
soon as the bonds were turned in, 
properly signed by the veteran and 
witnessed, they were sent to the 
Federal Building, where a force of 
53 clerks was engaged in writing 
out checks to be mailed to the vet- 
erans in payment for their bonds. 

Charles C. Turley, postal cashier 
in charge of the paying unit, said 
more than 1000 checks, totaling 
$428,750, were placed in the mail 
yesterday for delivery today. If the 
rush continued, he said, a night 
force probably would be added to 
help get the checks out. 

Many Cash All Bonds. 

In nine cases out of 10, it was 
reported, veterans who presented 
bonds for redemption were cashing 
all the bonds issued to them. Some 
cashed only part, and held the 
others as an investment. The bonds 
pay interest at three per cent if re- 
tained. 

Bonus payments, based on dura- 
tion and type of war service, 
ranged from a few dollars to more 
than $1500 and averaged about $500. 
The checks issued on the first day 
to veterans who surrendered their 
bonds averaged about $425. 

The American Legion, on the 
basis of a partial canvass of its, 
membership, has estimated that 
about three-fourths of the veterans 
who receive bonus bonds will pre- 
sent them for payment promptly. 

The certification stations, five in 
the city and six in the county, will 
be open each day until further 
notice.

ONLY 51 PER CENT OF NORMAL 
RAINFALL IN LAST 7 MONTHS 


Large Part of Missouri Suffering 
From Drouth, Forecaster 
Nunn Says. 


For the last seven months St. 
Louis has had only 51 per cent of 
the normal rainfall and Missouri 
only 60 per cent. So far in June 
the city has had only 1.45 inches of 
rain, or about, half an inch less 
than normal. In May the city had 
85 of an inch of rain, compared 
with a normal precipitation for the 
month of 4.34 inches, while the 
State as a whole had 2.52 inches in 
May, compared with a normal of 
4.77 inches. 

Weather Forecaster Roscoe 
Nunn told a Post-Dispatch § re- 
porter today that he could not as- 
sign a reason for the lack of rain, 
which was of local rather than 
general character, there having 
been heavy rains this spring in the 
Western “dust bowl.” He had an- 
ticipated that a low pressure area 
moving in this direction from the 
West, might bring showers or 
thunderstorms, but it missed St. 
Louis, passing to the north. 

Nunn said that a dozen counties 
south and southwest of St. Louis 
had been suffering from  drouth. 
About half of Missouri, principally 
the eastern and southeastern sec- 
tions, was badly in need of rain, 
he added, while about one-eighth of 
the State, especially in the central 
region, had rain last week.

JOHN W. DAVIS HITS 
THE WAGNER ACT 


Lawyer Attacks It as Un-

It Violates Due Process

NEW YORK, June 17.—The Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals 
heard arguments yesterday in a suit 


by the National Labor Relations 
Board against the Associated 
Press, accused of discharging an 
editorial employe for activities in 
the American Newspaper Guild in 
violation of provisions of the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act. The 
Court reserved decision. 
Attacking the constitutionality of 
the Wagner Act and asserting the 
right of the Press Association “to 
select its personnel in order’ to 
preserve unbiased, impartial news 
reports,” John W. Davis, counsel 
for the Associated Press, declared 
such a deprivation of rights would 
be in violation of the due process 
clause of the fifth amendment. 
The Labor Board, through its 
chief counsel, Charles Fahy, asked 
the court for an order reinstating 
Morris Watson, the discharged em- 
ploye, and enjoining the Associated 
Press from interfering with organ- 
ization and bargaining by employ- 
ers. He argued that unfair labor 
practice under the Wagner Act in- 
terferes with interstate commerce 
and is therefore within the Consti- 
tution. 
Argument of Davis. 


Davis said the Associated Press 
had taken no part in the hearing 
of the Labor Board because coun- 
sel believed the Wagner Act un- 
constitutional. 

“The Associated Press has no 
quarrel whatsoever with the princi- 
ple of equality-of bargaining power 
between employer and employe in 
respect to employment,” Davis’ 
brief said, “but maintains only 
that this equality cannot be 
achieved to the satisfaction of 
either party by compulsory govern- 
mental process. 

“Whether or not such theoretical 
equality could be attained under 
the harassing supervision and med- 
dling control of a board created by 
Congress, the due process clause of 
the fifth amendment stands as an 
absolute barrier against the inter- 
ference of Congress or its delegated 
agents with the normal freedom of 
employers and employes to. select 
the persons with whom they are 
willing to contract and the terms 
of their own contracts.” 

The brief continued: 

Explanation of Opposition. 

“As a practical matter, the oppo- 
sition of the Associated Press is 
more directely due to this factor. 
In the ‘directory’ of the Associated 
Press offered in evidence by the 
board appears the following state- 
ment: ‘The membership of the As- 
sociated Press includes persons of 
every conceivable political, eco- 
nomic and religious advocacy. The 
one thing upon which they are 
united, so far as the Associated 
Press news service is concerned, is 
that it shall be wholly free from 
partisan activity or even the ex- 
pression of any opinion whatsoever. 
The service is intended to be lim- 
ited to the reporting of events with- 
out bias.” 
“To this end, as stated in the di- 
rector, the board of directors by 
resolution, has conferred upon the 
general manager executive control 
of the news service and personnel. 
The distinctive value of the Asso- 
ciated Press as a news agency is 
dependent upon the maintenance of 
such a service. 

“Deprivation of Rights.” 
“Among the obviously essential 
qualifications of its editorial em- 
ployes are skill, judgment and free- 
dom from bias in their handling 
of news. To deprive it of its right 
to select its personnel with full 
freedom of contract and to subject 
the selection of its personne] by 
such extraordinary proceedings as 
are illustrated in the present record 
is, in the opinion of the Associated 
Press, to deprive it of control es- 
sential to the maintenance of the 
type of news service required of it 
by its members and demanded by 
the interest of the reading public. 
“Such a deprivation of rights, it 
is submitted, would be in violation 
of the due process clause of the 
fifth amendment.” 

Davis denied the contention of 
the Labor Board that the dis- 
charge of Watson had anything to 
do with interstate commerce. He 
contended the gathering and dis- 
semination of news was a “unique” 
enterprise. He declared that even 
if he conceded the communications 
sent and received by the press as- 


merce, they could not be held to 
be an article of commerce until the 
process was completed. 

Case for the Government. 
Fahy said the Associated Press 
was perhaps the largest news gath- 
ering and distributing organiza- 
tion in the world and pictured Wat- 


son as a “skillful and devoted em- 
ploye” and “an instrument in the 


dissemination of news by the As- 
sociated Press.” 


Fahy contended the press asso- 
ciation was engaged in “interstate 
communication,” and so, in inter- 
state commerce. He recited the 
findings of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board and asked whether 
unfair labor practice under the 
Labor Act interferes with inter- 
state commerce. 

“Congress says that it does in 
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that it leads to labor disputes 
which obstruct commerce,” he said, 
answering the question. 


“Watson has become the symbol 
of the right of employes to organ- 
ize freely,” Fahy said. “The Asso- 
ciated Press, by discharging him, 
struck not at Morris Watson as an 
vemploye, but struck at the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild, and struck 
also at the right of the editorial

Killing Laid to Man Who Ended 
Own Life to Avoid 
Questioning.

EAST ORANGE, N. J., June 17. 
—Miss Beatrice Moore viewed the 
body of Jean Philip Gebhardt in a 
Red Bank undertaking establish- 
ment today and authorities quoted 
her as saying the man “resembled 
|in every respect” the tall thin man 
who called to see her inventor- 
father, D. McFarlan Moore, nine 
hours before Moore was _ found 
murdered on tne lawn of his home 


here early Monday. 

Gebhardt shot himself near New 
Monmouth yesterday when officers 
approached to question him. 

William A. Wachenfeld, Essex 
County prosecutor, who received a 
report from detectives accompany- 
ing Miss Moore to Red Bank, said 
she was unable positively to identi- 
fy Gebhardt from facial character- 
istics. 

He said she recognized the fancy 
band on the panama hat found in 
Gebhardt’s automobile, said the 
spectacles he wore were like those 
of the man who called to see her 
father Sunday night, and.that the 
clothing was similar. 

Her statements were accepted by 
the prosecutor as a partial solu- 
tion of the mysterious killing of 
Moore, a former associate of Thom- 
as A. Edison. The motive remained 
to be determined but authorities 
pointed to the fact that Gebhardt, 
an unemployed electrician interested 
in patents, could fit into their early 
theory that the killer was someone 
who might have had a grievance 
against Moore, possibly over re- 
jected inventions. 

Miss Moore, a Wellesley College 
graduate, with .shom Moore lived 
in East Orange, also viewed Geb- 
hardt’s automobile and told detec- 
tives it resembled the car parked 
near her home at the time the 
“tall, thin man” called. 

Her description of the visitor 
gave detectives the main clew in 
their search for the man who shot 
Moore twice -s they stood in the 
rain outside 4is home. 

Police said they were convinced 
the Sunday ‘night caller was the 
man who accosted Moore early 
Monday and fired two .22 caliber 
bullets into his head. They await- 
ed ballistics tests of the bullets 
which killed Moore and the one 
Gebhardt fired into his head. 

Detectives previously said the 
hammer marks on the shell in Geb- 
hardt’s pistol corresponded with 
the marks on the discharged car- 
tridges found beside Moore’s body. 

Police Chief Earl Hoyer of Mid- 
dietown Township said he and a 
special officer, Harold Jones, were 
about to question Gebhardt when, 
without a word, the man climbed 
out of his car and fired a shot 
into his head. They said Geb- 
hardt’s nervousness betrayed him 
and it was because of this that 
Jones linked the man to the de- 
scription of the “thin man” in the 
Moore case. Jones first saw the 
man loitering in the woodland sec- 
tion of New Monmouth Monday 
night.

WARD DEMOCRATS 
FIGHTING IT QUT ON 
PATRONAGE ISSUE 


Committee Campaign Be- 
comes Contest Between 
Mayor’s ‘In’ Faction and 
Anti-Dickmann ‘Outs.’ 


55,000 APPLIED FOR 
JOBS, 6000 GOT THEM 


In Two South Side Wards 
Differences Between Old- 


er and Younger Groups 


Are Involved. 


The contests for election to the 
Democratic . City Committee in 
wards where candidates allied with 
the faction supporting Mayor Dick- 
mann are opposing anti-Dickmann 
candidates have developed, in most 
cases, into fights between the “ins” 
and the “outs’”—those who have ob- 
tained city jobs since the Demo- 
cratic city administration took of- 
fice in April, 1933, and those who 
have not. 

Numerically, at least, the “outs” 
are stronger, for, as Jimmy Miller, 
Fourth Ward boss, recently pointed 
out to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
there were 55,000 persons who ap- 
plied for city jobs and only about 
6000 of these who obtained posi- 
tions. “Those who didn’t get jobs 
ars in the majority and will work 
harder in these committee fights,” 
said Miller. 

In two South St. Louis wards, 
other factors have become involved 
in the situation. In one, the older 
element in the party has taken th¢ 
anti-administration side, and in the 
other, this older element is identi- 
fied with the Mayor’s group. 

Fight in Mayor’s Ward. 

In the Fourteenth Ward, the 
Mayor’s home ward, Jack Seufert, 
long a party worker, has announced 
his support of John J. McCarthy, 
clerk in the office of Circuit Clerk 
Sam Priest, and Mrs. Herman Imm- 
ken, wife of a’ Police Sergeant, 
the anti-administration candidates 
for the City Committee. The Dick- 
mann group is supporting the in- 
cumbents, Joseph A. Ries and Mrs. 
J. Edward Bates. 

Seufert, an inspector in the as- 
sessment division of the Water De- 
partment, in which Mfs. Bates’ 
husband, J. Edward Bates, is super- 
visor, recently was deposed as sec- 
retary of the ward club headed by 
Ries and Mrs. Bates, an office he 
has held for many years. Seufert 
is a former committeeman of the 
ward. 

The group supporting McCarthy 
and Mrs. Immken formed organiza- 
tions in every precinct of the ward 
to cope with the strongly in- 
trenched faction headed by Ries 
and Mrs. Bates. 

Seufert said today he had no 
quarrel with the Mayor, but re- 
sented the efforts of Ries and Mrs. 
Bates to dominate the ward and 
felt that many of the “old-timers” 
who had worked for the party in 
past campaigns had been passed 
over in the distribution of city jobs 
in the ward. 

Division in the Twelfth. 

In the Twelfth Ward, in the Ca- 
rondelet District, most of the old- 
er party workers are supporting 
Michael J. McGee, committeeman 
for 30 years, and the candidate of 
the Mayor’s faction. Mrs. Julia 
Crouther is on the administration 
ticket with McGee, while the op- 
posing group is supporting James 
McAteer and Nell Dwyer, the pres- 
ent committeewoman, who lost her 
job at City Hospital during the 
factional row last year, and is now 
working in the office of Recorder 
of Deeds John P. English. 

McAteer was sponsored for Al- 
derman of the Twelfth Ward in 
the 1935 city primary by Jimmy 
Miller, while the Dickmann faction 
supported Lawrence P. Walsh, who 
was subsequently nominated and 
elected. The group supporting Mc- 
Gee and Mrs. Crouther still resent 
Miller’s attempt to dictate the elec- 
tion of an Alderman in _ their 
ward. The Mayor, too, has said 
that if “Jimmy Miller stays up on 
Cass avenue and just takes care of 
the Fourth Ward, everything will 
be all right.” 

Those who failed of appoint- 
ment to city positions are aligned 
with the anti-administration fac- 
tidns in both wards, while city em- 
ployes form the principal groups 
in the Dickmann factions. Ray- 
mond R. Tucker, secretary to the 
Mayor, is head of the’ Twelfth 
Ward organization supporting Mc- 
Gee and Mrs. Crouther, and David 
A. McMullen, an Associate City 
Counselor, is head of the Four- 
teenth Ward group backing Ries 


| and Mrs. Bates. 


Deals With Mayor Likely. 
In the meantime, some of the in- 


_cumbent members of the City Com; 


mittee are discussing indorsements 
of the various candidates for Cir- 
cuit Judge. There are 25 candi- 
dates for six places on the ticket, 
including Judge Joseph F. Dick- 
mann of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, the Mayor’s brother. In 
some wards, it is expected that 
pledges of support for Judge Dick- 
mann will be traded for the May- 
or’s promise to support certain can- 
didates for the City Committee. In 
the majority of cases, however, the 
anti-Dickmann committee members 
feel that the Mayor should keep 
out of primary figths. He has not 
yet stated whether he would in- 
dorse a slate of candidates in the 
primary election Aug. 4. 


$515,000 IN BONDS RULED 
PART OF B. F. MEYER ESTATE 


Probate Judge Arnold Orders Se- 
curities Retprned to Assets 
By Heirs. 

Deeds of trust and bonds valued 
at $515,000 were held by Probate 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold today to be 
assets of the estate of Bénjamin F. 
Meyer, real estate dealer, who died 
in 1931, leavin~ is estate to two 
nephews and two nieces. Judge 
Arnold directed Edward A. Kuhn, 
executor of the estate and one of 
the beneficiaries, to include these 


deeds and bonds in the inventory of | 


the estate. 

The matter came into court on a 
petition filed by Mrs. Hazel. Wilkin- 
son, widow of Kuhn's brother, 
Frank, who charged concealment of 
the assets of the Meyer estate in 
which she.and her two children had 
an interest as the heirs of Frank 
Kuhn. 

Edward Kuhn and his sisters, 
Miss Stella and Miss Effie Kuhn, 
contended that the deeds and bonds 
concerned had been given to them 
and their brother Frank in 1926 
through a trust agreement under 
the terms of which Meyer received 
the income from the trust estate 
during his life. 

The interest of their brother 
Frank in the trust estate, they con- 
tended, terminated with his death 
two months after the death of their 
uncle. Judge Arnold held that the 
trust agreement was void. The 
original inventory of the Meyer es- 
tate, not including the assets which 
the court ordered be inventoried to- 
day, gave its value as $355,809.

will be freed on their bonds. The 
policeman who made the arrests re- 
ported that his marked dollar bill 
was accepted, for a bet on a horse, 
but that when he announced that 
he was a policeman, the markct 
bill was whisked into the hands of 
a man who disappeared by a rear 
door. This deprived him of the evi- 
dence needed for a conviction. 

Customary Penalties. 

The Circuit Attorney’s practice 
has been to accept pleas of guilty 
in cases of bet custodianship, and 
to recommend a fine of $250 for the 
first offense and $500 for second 
offense, For further offenses, hign- 
er penalties may be invoked, run- 
ning up to five years’ imprisonment. 


-For setting up a gaming device, the 


first-offense fine has been $50, and 
second offense $100.

Mental Reaction Will Play an 
Important Part in Schmeling 


~ And Louis Fight, Braddock Says 


By James J. Braddock. 


(Heavyweight Champion of the World.)

NEW YORK, June 17.—Max Schmeling and Joe Louis have fin- 


ished their long training grind for their fight at the Yankee Stadium 


tomorrow night. 


Actually, the grind isn’t over 
until the minute before the bell 
rings to start the fight, but they've 
completed their physical work any- 
way, and except for limbering up 
exercises they’ll do no more boxing 
or punching. More often, the 
training session doesn’t end until 
the first blow has been struck in 
the ring, because there’s always 
the mental reaction at the end of 
the pre-fight routine. 

This mental reaction is going to 
play a tremendous part in the early 
rounds of this 15-round fight and 
I’ve studied both Schmeling and 
Louis carefully to find out how 
they are taking the fight. I've al- 
ready told you from watching 
Schmeling that the German isn’t 
afraid of Louis. Now that he has 
finished his training, I’m convinced 
of it. Schmeling isn’t scared and 
he’s also ready to put up the best 
fight of his career. 

Not Expecting a Pushover. 

As for Louis, they talk of him 
being the perfect ringman, the 
fighter who never gets nettled and 
although that may be so in the 
ring, I’m sure that he’s devoted 
his share of serious thought to this 
fight. He’s not taking Schmeling 
He knows he’s 
facing a courageous, smart fighter, 
who can clout with deadly accuracy 
with his right hand and is no 
slouch with his left, either. I 
noticed also that the Bomber is 
considering the possibility that he 
might be hurt in this battle. In a 


statement to a newspaper man the 
other day, he was quoted as saying 
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that they shouldn’t throw the towel 
into the ring in case he’s hurt, but 
to let him “die in there.” 

I have a hunch that those first 
few rounds are going to be slow 
and mechanical. Neither Schmel- 
ing nor Louis is going in there 
throwing blows with reckless aban- 
don until they feel each other out. 
That’s natural in any fight, of 
course, but it will give Schmeling 
a chance to warm up. He’s an un- 
usually slow starter. 

Both fighters finished their 
training in perfect physical condi- 
tion and on that issue there’s little 
to choose between them. Schmel- 
ing, never a good showman in 
training, was better than ever for 
this fight. Louis, although some 
reports said he was off form and 
far off in his timing, was never in 
better condition for any of his 
fights. He’s only 22 and it doesn’t 
take too much urging to get him 
into the pink.

FIGHT ON DROPPING. 
TWO-THIRDS RULE 


Opposition Develops in Solid 
South Against Proposed Abro- 
gation by Democrats. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANT.., Ga., June 17.—Sharp 
opposition to proposals that the 
Democratic party abrogate its cen- 
tury-old two-thirds nomination rule 


developed in the Solid South to- 
day. Opposition was summed up 
by Claud Sapp, chairman of the 
South Carolina delegation: 

“The two-thirds rule was adopt- 
ed to protect the Southern states 
so that, as long as the Solid South 
stood together, a nominee could not 
be run over them by a simple ma- 
jority.” 

None of those commenting made 
any direct reference to the claim 
of Senator Bennett Champ Clark 
of Missouri that “the administra- 
tion wants the change.” Senator 
Clark’s father, the Rte Champ 
Clark, lost the nomination to 
Woodrow Wilson in 1912, after 
holding a majority for nine bal- 
lots. 

Carmac Cochran, secretary of the 
Tennessee Democratic Executive 
Committee, favored the majority 
rule as an aid to party harmony. 
Texas’ bloc of 46 delegates, larg- 
est in the South, is instructed 
against abrogation. 

Gov. J. M. Futrell, who will head 
Arkansas’ delegation, joined in fa- 
voring nominations by a major- 
ity. 

Virginia’s Governor, George C. 
Peery, said: “I think the South 
better stick to the two-thirds rule.” 
Senator H. F. Byrd also is 
opposed to a change. 

Sam Battles, Oklahoma State 
Democratic chairman, favored vot- 
ing down the rule becayse “it’s an 
accepted principle of the Demo 
cratic party that majority rules.” 


Roosevelt and Farley Confer on 
Democratic Convention.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
Democratic national convention be- 
ginning in Philadelphia next Tues- 
day was discussed yesterday by 
President Roosevelt and National 
Chairman James A. Farley. Mr. 
Roosevelt, declining to comment on 
the Republican platform, told re- 
porters he had no plans to leave 
Washington until a week from 
Saturday, when he will go to Phil- 
adelphia to accept renomination in 
an outdoor meeting. 

Leaving Philadelphia after his 
Franklin Field speech, the Presi- 
dent will go to Hyde Park, N. Y., 
where he will spend two days with 
his mother, who is recovering from 
a hip injury. 

His next speaking engagements 
are July 3 and 4 in Virginia. On 
the third, he will dedicate the 
Shenandoah National Park, and 
then will go to Monticello, home of 
Thomas Jefferson, for Independ- 
ence day. 

Then he will drive to Richmond 
and board the yacht Potomac for 
a trip down the James River, to 
visit old friends and classmates. 
He will return to Washington 
July 6,

HOW CANADIAN CACHE 
IDEA WOULD WORK QUT 


U. S. Officials Comment on 
Proposal for Americans to 
“Hedge” Against Fascism.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Com- 


menting on the recent statement 
of a professional adviser to big 
business, suggesting that men of 
wealth creat nest eggs of Cana- 


dian stocks and securities in Cana- 
dian banks as a “hedge” against 
the possibility of Fascism in this 
country, Treasury officials said to- 
day that this might have a second- 
ary effect of postponing tax pay- 
ments in the United States. 

Under the proposal referred to, 
not only would the stocks and 
bonds be kept for an indefinite pe- 
riod in the Canadian cache, but 
dividends and interest from these 
securities would be allowed to ac- 
cumulate there, presumably in some 
sort of trust fund. | 

Besides being a. “hedge” against 
the possibility of Fascism, this 
scheme would serve to gaim at least 
temporary tax exemption for those 
who resort to it, according to 
Treasury tax experts. Although the 
adviser did not inform his audience 
of this second possible advantage, 
it might prove of more tangible, 
and certainly of more immediate, 
value to persons who take his ad- 
vice. 

Under the income tax law the 
dividends and interest paid on se- 
curities cached in Canada would 
be subject to income tax, minus an 
allowance for taxes paid in Canada. 
Actually, it would be virutally im- 
possible for the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to determine the where- 
abouts of such a cache or the 
amount of income received on the 
securities contained in it. 

Persong creating such a cache 
would have virtual tax exemption 
until they attempted to bring the 
income accumulated in Canada into 
the United States, according to one 
of the leading tax authorities in the 
Government. Once the money was 
brought into the United States, the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue could 
take steps to compel payment of in- 
come tax on it if it was not re- 
ported as income. 

For séveral years before Hitler 
rose to power in Germany wealthy 
individuals and firms withdrew 
money from German banks and sold 
German securities to build up for- 
eign holdings, kept in Swiss, 
Dutch, French and English banks. 
As a result some exiles from Ger- 
many have been able to live in com- 
parative affluence although, of 
course, they are the exceptions, the 
great mass of exiles being penniless. 

Similarly the wealthy and the 
powérful in Czarist Russia made de- 
posits in London banks even before 
the World War, just to be on the 
safe side. The Czar himself had a 
very large sum of money on de- 
posit in a London bank and follow- 
ing the assassination of the Czar 
and his family there was extended 
litigation over the possession of this 
money.

MEMORIAL TO FRENCH WHO 
AIDED AMERICAN REVOLUTION 


Tablet Unveiled at Versailles with 
Names of 2112 Soldiers 
On It. 
VERSAILLES, June 17.—A mar- 


ble tablet, inscribed with the names 
of the 2112 French officers and 
men who crossed the Atlantic to 
help Washington defeat the British, 


was unveiled in the Chateau de 
Versailles by the United States Am- 
bassador, Jesse I. Strauss. 

Warrington Dawson, American 
diplomat and writer, residing in 
France, who arranged the details 
of the ceremonies, compiled the list 
of soldiers. Many of them were 
buried in places along the Ameri- 
can seaboard from Boston to Pen- 
sacola. 

The tablet is in the “American 
Room” of the Palace of the Kings 
in Versailles. It is under the por 
trait of Louis XVI. 


LAW TO PREVENT STRIKES 
PROPOSED IN VENEZUELA 


Prison Sentences Provided for In-' 
stigators of Labor Dis- 
orders. 

By the Associated Press. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, June 17.— 
A public safety act, providing pris- 
on sentences for instigators of la- 
bor disorders, was placed before 
Congress yesterday. 


Under its provisions either em- 
ployers or workmen who initiate 
strikes may be imprisoned for one 
to three years. If the walkout dis- 
rupts public order or causes troops 
to be summoned, the penalty will 
be two to six years. 

Additional troops were sent to the 
Lake Maracaibo oil region where 
workers refused to end a general 
walkout. Gatherings of strikers 
were broken up by soldiers in minor 
street disorders. Shipping activi- 
long- 
shoremen and laborers joined the 
oil field employes’ movement. 


SWISS POLICE BAR FRENCH 
DEMONSTRATION OVER STRIKE 


Decision Taken “For Reasons of 
Security and Neutrality of 
Country.” 

By the Associated Press. 

BERNE, Switzerland, June 17.— 
The Swiss police refused today to 
permit Leon Jouhaux, the French 
first vice-president of the Interna- 
tional Trade Union Federation, and 
other representatives of French 
labor -unions to participate in de- 
monstrations at Geneva in sympa- 
thy with the French strike move- 
ment. 

Police said their decision was 
taken “for reasons of security and 
neutrality of the country.” 

They said the participation of 
foreigners in political demonstra- 
tions in Switzerland, “particularly 
on the methods and success of a 
strike movement,” was “undesir- 
able.”

SENATE PASSES SUGAR BILL 


Extension of Import Quotas 
Jon gam Act Provided.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
House received today a Senate-ap- 
proved measure to extend through 
1937 sugar import quotas. estab- 
lished originally under the Jones- 
Costigan Act. Passage by the House 
was viewed as certain since House 
Agriculture Committee members 
agreed to accept any sugar control 
measure approved by the Senate. 

The Senate passed the bill yester- 
day with a minimum of debate. The 
Senate Agriculture Committee, be- 
fore reporting the bill, struck out 
sections providing for benefit pay- 
ments and authorizing administra- 
tive funds, leaving only an exten- 
sions of the quotas fixed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


Gen. Pershing Goes to Paris.

NEW YORK, June _ 17.—Gen. 
John J. Pershing left for Paris to- 
day to take his seat in the Frencn 
Institute, an honor conferred by 
the French Government in recogni- 
tion of his war services. He is the 
first foreign general to become an 
Institute member. Accompanying 
him on the liner Manhattan was 
his son, Warren. 


STARHEMBERG'S 
MEN TO LOSE JOBS 
IN GOVERNMENT 


Functionaries Who Are 
“Enemies of State” to Be 
Eliminated Under Schu- 


schnigg’s Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, June 17.—A proposal 
to eliminate Austrian “function- 
aries who are enemies of the State” 
was disclosed today by the news- 
paper Telegraf. 

The measure was regarded as in- 
spired by supporters of Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg and _ directed 
against the followers of Prince 
Ernst von Starhemberg, Heimwehr 
leader recently ousted as Vice- 
Chancellor. 

The Telegraf said legal reforms 
were being considered by which 
Government functionaries could be 
tried before a special new tribunal. 
This court would be empowered 
to place the officials on a pension 
list rather than dismissing them. 
The result would be to lighten 
the work of the disciplinary com- 
mission hitherto charged with in- 
vestigating such cases, the paper 
said. 

Unofficial sources thought this 
might be the administration’s way 
of breaking the ranks of thousands 
of petty officials who have their 
own organization and their own 
newspaper and have been frequent- 
ly too independent politically to 
fit comfortably into the Govern- 
ment, 

An official source said discus- 

sions of a possible Austrian-German 
political reconciliation nad failed 
at least temporarily. Austrian busi- 
ness leaders were reported to be 
studying the proposal for adjust- 
ment of economic difference put 
forward by Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
Reichsbank president and Nazi 
Minister of Economics. 
The breakdown of the German- 
Austrian negotiations came as a re- 
sult of Germany’s unwillingness to 
approve restoration of the Haps- 
burgs, a Government official said. 
The Nazi Government also _ re- 
fused to enter the Italian-Austrian- 
Hungarian pact negotiated at 
Rome because Austria refused to 
pardon 35,000 Nazi fugitives now 
in Germany. 


ARAB RAIDERS 
FIRE ON JEWISH 
GHILDREN'S HOME 


Second Attack in Two 
Weeks on American 
Colony in Palestine—No 
One Hurt. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, June 17.—Terror- 
ists fired on a children’s home in 
the American colony on the plain 
of Sharon, along the Palestine 
Coast, today, but the inhabitants 
escaped unhurt. A rain of bullets 
smashed the windows of the home. 

Near Jaffa, an Arab was killed 
and several others wounded after 
they had ambushed a British police 
car: 

The Palcor Agency reported last 
night that tension was high in Pal- 
estine in anticipation of today’s 
anniversary of the execution of 
Arabs convicted of murder in con- 
nection with the anti-Jewish riots 
of 1929. 

In the last eight weeks, since 
Arabs started a campaign against 
Jewish immigration, 30 Jews and 
54 Arabs have been killed, the 
Agency stated. 

Today’s attack on the American 
Jewish colony, Cherut Amerikai, 
was the second in two weeks, the 
Palcor Agency reported. The col- 
ony is composed of young men and 
women from the United States, 
many of the college graduates “re- 
turning’ to the soil,” and includes 
a children’s nursery. 

The assailants, said by the Palcor 
Agency to have been Arabs, kept 
up a steady fire which was an- 
swered by the watchmen and a po- 
lice detachment. 

Various other Jewish colonies 
were fired on by Arab raiders dur- 
ing the night and a Jewish pack- 
ing house was burned in Beth Ha- 
nan, the agency said. A bomb was 
found on the doorstep of Abraham 
Levin, noted lawyer, in Jerusalem.

SPANISH PREMIER GETS 
VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


Right Wing Deputies, Accused 
of Provoking Labor Riots, 
Leave Chamber.

MADRID, June 17.—Spanish left- 
ists, charged with being unable to 
suppress labor riots, laid their trou- 
bles to “rightist provocation” today, 

The Government’s defense fol- 
lowed a stormy parliamentary ses- 
sion which ended in a 207-to-0 vote 
of confidence for Premier Santiago 
Casares Quiroga with the right 
wing members leaving the chamber 
before the balloting. 

Jose Maria Gil Robles, former 
Minister of War, cited a long list 
of killings and disturbances. Since 
the February elections, 269 persons 
have been killed and 1287 wounded, 
261 churches and convents fired and 
69 political centers destroyed, he 
said. 

His statement was followed by ™ 
the declaration of Jose Calvo 
Otero, former Finance Minister, 
“the army is becoming increasingly 
impatient and the Government will 
be responsible if something hap- 
pens.” 

Leftist deputies argued the right 
began the disorders last year by 
suppressing the October “revolue 
tion.” 

“There is moral as well as eco 
nomic subversion,” Leftist Deputy 
Lliguist Vebtosa said. “The Gove 
ernment ought to disregard obliga 
tions contracted by other parties.”

3000 workers announced they would 
occupy the workings until their de 
mands for more pay and steady 
employment were granted.

How One Family Got on Relief. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HILE the wise men ponder the 
W problem of relief, why isn't the 
cause discovered? The poor blame the 
rich and the rich blame the depression. 

Our family is on relief. We don't want 
to be. It is not our fault that we are. 
For nine years, my husband worked in 
an automobile factory. He was on piece 
work and bit by bit the pace was stepped 
up and the wage lowered. The company 
cried “depression,” but when its returns 
were divulged, the results were astound- 
ing. To use up surpluses, big business 
has erected huge electric signs on the 
factories, put in drinking fountains at 
every turn, installed cafeterias, bought 
new machinery—all under the head of 
upkeep: and replacement. 

The company for which my husband 
worked spent over $3000 replacing over- 
head air-wrenches. My husband, whose 
work required him to be beneath one 
every minute, had been injured when one 
of them fell. Muscles and ligaments in 
his back were hurt and as a result of 
the blow and loss of weight, one of his 
kidneys was affected. 

They offered him $300 and his job. He 
signed a release; paid the $300 for hos- 
pital and X-ray bills and an appliance to 
wear; and reported to work after six 
months, ,The doctor examined him, and 
was so sorry, but he was underweight. 
So for four months we lived up our sav- 
ings. We had two children and were 
expecting another; I couldn’t work. He 
ouldn’t get a job—not with a physical 

efect. Worry and improper food took 
the baby. 

I've pulled strings for a political job, 
which has been made possible for me. 
Next month we'll be off relief; I’ll be 
away from the children all day and my 
husband will wear the apron. That's 
where nine years of honesty, loyalty and 
diligence have put us, 

If the press in our country would bring 
to light the tactics of big companies with 
their employes, the companies would be 
forced to change their policies. There 
will always be capital and labor. If a 
man has the brains to build up and oper- 
ate a big business, he is entitled to his 
profits, but not over the sapped and 
broken-down bodies of the men who 
helped to put him where he is.

ON THE SAME ROAD. 

The Wagner Labor Disputes Act is on the same 
rocky road traveled by most of the New Deal's legis- 
lative program. Already rejected in severa] Federal 
District courts, this measure has now been found 
unconstitutional by the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Fifth Judicial Circuit, at New Or- 
leans. The decision of the three-Judge court was 
unanimous. 

“The Constitution,” said the court, “does not vest 
in the Federal Government power to regulate the 
relation gs such of employer and employe in pro- 
duction and manufacture.” | 

The idea embodied in the Labor Disputes Act was 
proposed by Senator Wagner of New York in the 
spring of 1934. We need to remember the period 
and its problems for a possible explanation of why 
he stepped off on the wrong foot. NRA had been 
in force for nearly a year. Section 7A of the NIRA 
had raised false hopes of effective governmental 
action on behalf of labor. Confusion was widespread 
in the world of labor and capital. 

Basing his bill on the same constitutional clause 
used in writing the Recovery Act—namely, the clause 
granting Congress the power to regulate “commerce 
among the several states”—Senator Wagner sought 
to bring order to the industrial-dhaos with a scheme 
which could only make conditidns worse. In due 
time, the Supreme Court killed by unanimous 
vote, Chief Justice Hughes stating licitly that 
the attempt “to fix hours and wages in... intra- 
state business was not a valid exercise of Federal 
power.” 

There is a surface difference between the aims of 
the NRA and those of the Wagner Act. The one 
sought to use Federal authority to establish codes of 
wages and hours. The other seeks to use that same 
authority to enforce certain conditions of employ- 
ment and labor organization. In terms of the com- 
merce clause, they are one and the same, If one falls, 
so does the other. As Federal Judge Otis said at 
Kansas City last December in finding against the 
Wagner Act, it is absurd to say that the refusal of a 
small flour mill owner in Missouri to bargain col- 
lectively with his employes directly affects commerce 
among the states. e 

This in effect was the conclusion of the Supreme 
Court in the Guffey-Snyder case as well. The ma- 
jority found the coal law invalid because of its labor 
provisions. Chief Justice Hughes agreed with the 
majority on this point, but differed as to the con- 
stitutionality of price-fixing. The minority view, 
expressed by Justice Cardozo, did not try to justify 
the attempted regulation of working conditions. 
Every sign points to invalidation of the Wagner Act 
when it goes before the Supreme Court next fall. 

While crediting Senator Wagner with the highest 
intentions, we have opposed the Labor Disputes Act 
from the beginning. It is neither in the public in- 
terest nor in the narrower interest of labor itself. 

Labor should look with suspicion upon all schemes 
tending to undermine its self-reliance. What assur- 
ance can labor have that government will always be 
friendly to it? The controllers of government 
change. Bureaucratic devices used to further labor’s 
ends may later be turned against it. 

Labot’s strength lies in its manpower and free- 
dom to use that manpower to improve its lot. It 
must be free—free, above all, from governmental re- 
straint—to employ the type of unionism which best 
serves its ends at a given time. We are witnessing 
now, for example, a highly significant movement to 
substitute vertical unionism for horizontal. Con- 
ceivably, under governmental control of labor-capital 
relations, the authority of the state might be on one 
side or the other. 

One of the worst features about such a law as this 
one is that it raises hopes which cannot be fulfilled. 
Capital and labor will both be better off when the 
issue has been disposed of by the Supreme Court. 
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THE LANGUAGE OF A LORD. 

Lord Ponsonby is a chap whom Jim Farley might 
try out, provided, of course, -that John Hamilton 
hasn’t already grabbed him. Ponsonby does not pull 
his punches. The case of the War Minister, Arthur 
Duff Cooper, for instance. Cooper, so Ponsonby has 
informed the world, “is a deliberate, dangerous and 
disgraceful scaremonger.” Again, “he is a half-wit.” 
Once again, “Broadmbor (asylum for the criminally 
insane) is the only place for him.” 

Rather severe, would you say? Farleyesque, per- 
haps. Or even Hamiltonian. The sort of talent that 
either of the major headquarters could use in the 
free-swinging days ahead. 

It may be argued that we have just as competent 
mudslingers here, so why import a foreign virtu- 
oso? True enough. But remember, this Ponsonby 
would hurl the epithets in the accent of a British 
nobleman—an accent, mind you, that can make as 
innocent a word as “really” sound like the deadliest 
insult. Then, too, he is a Lord, and as such he would 
be the first titled dialogist to stand up and give it, and 
take it, too, heaven knows, in the battle royal of 
presidential politics. 

But whether we draft the blighter or not, this 
persiflage of Ponsonby’s, it seems to us, makes it 
reasonably clear that British politics is not oppres- 
sively genteel. A Lord may wear a gardenia, but 
the heart beneath the frock coat is a saber-toothed 
cactus. 
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PENSIONS FOR G-MEN. 

Agents of the Bureau of Investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice, the “G-men,” are doing an effec- 
tive job in fighting crime. Rounding up kidnapers and 
other offenders is dangerous work, however; several 
agents have given their lives in the line of duty. 
Because of these hazards, G-men are not eligible for 
life insurance. Furthermore, they do not share the 
retirement privileges and pensions granted to other 
Government employes. 

To correct this unjust situation, both the House 
and Senate now have passed bills providing retire- 
ment privileges for these guardians of public order. 
It is only elementary fairness that this be done. It 
is therefore perplexing to find Senator Wheeler of 
Montana opposing the measure with denungiations 
of the bureau as developing “a tendency toward a 
national spy system like that of Russia.” This crit- 
icism is beside the point. Aside from the fact that 
the bureau, under J. Edgar Hoover, has a record 
entirely different from that in the days Mr. Wheeler 
recalls, the personnel are entitled to the same rights 
given other Government employes, whatever the pol- 
icy of their superiors. It is much as if Mr. Wheeler 
urged withdrawal of retirement privileges from post- 
office workers because Mr. Farley indulges in spoils 
politics.

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SANCTIONS: THE REALISTIC VIEW. 

When the League Council] meets next week, it is 
expected. that Great Britain, leader in the move last 
fall to impose sanctions on Italy, will support, if not 
actually propose, their withdrawal. Since the sanc- 
tions effort has proved a dismal failure, with the 
military collapse of Ethiopia and the flight of the 
Emperor, abandonment of the boycott is a sensible 
procedure. Foreign Secretary Eden now favors that 
step, and proves himself considerably more realistic 
than those who insist on its retention. 

Don Quixote, tilting at a windmill, is a genius of 
military strategy compared with the persons who 
still have faith in the League’s sanctions policy and 
consider its abandonment to be a “betrayal.” The 
betrayal occurred long ago, when only partial re- 
strictions were imposed upon Italy. Since the list 
failed to include oil, cotton, coal, copper and several 
other important items, Italy was only inconvenienced 
and not stopped in her military adventure. The 
Ethiopians resisted because they had confidence in 
the willingness of their League friends to “make 
every sacrifice necessary to halt the aggressor, and 
the result is history. 

Despite the unmistakable failure, there are still 
peace organizations and idealistic persons who would 
continue sanctions. This attitude may be correctly 
described as butting one’s head against a stone wall. 
To continue them would be merely to curtail trade 
and to goad Italy into further actions that would 
imperil peace. ‘ 

If Europe is ever to find the road to conciliation, 
there must be a facing of realities. Ending an ex- 
periment that failed is so obvious a step that there 
should be no reason for prolonged debate, either in 
the House of Commons or~in the Council. But the 
experiment has not been wholly a failure. It has 
driven home one sound principle that the League 
Powers should file for reference: the lesson that 
sanctions must be complete if they are to curb an 
aggressor nation.

DR. MARRIOTT. 

When Dr. W. McKim Marriott leaves St. Louis in 
July to become dean of the medical school of the 
University of California, this city will lose an out- 
standing medical scientist, practitioner and teacher. 
Dr. Marriott performed a triple role here. He had 
been since 1923 dean of Washington University 
School of Medicine, head of the department of pedi- 
atrics and pediatrician-in-chief at the St. Louis Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 

Among the achievements of Dr. Marriott during his 
local career were the development ef methods for the 
chemical examination of the blood; a description, 
made in conjunction with Dr. David P. Barr and Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham, of a disease known as hyperinsul- 
inism—the reverse of diabetes—and brilliant re- 
searches into the subjéct of infant feeding, which 
have contributed tremendously to the reduction’ of 
infant mortality. It is a notable budget of accom- 
plishment.

RUSSIA’S NEW CONSTITUTION. 

Throughout its history, the Government of Soviet 
Russia has been criticised by observers in democratic 
countries for its dictatorial rule and its restrictions 
on individual liberties. The reply of Soviet spokes- 
men has been that these tactics have been necessary 
for the continued existence of the state and-that, in 
Marxian theory, Russia has been passing through a 
transition period, at the end of which the restric- 
tions would be dropped. 

The new Russian Constitution,/providing for civil 
liberties, free elections, wider suffrage and the forms 
of parliamentary rule, accordingly is hailed by Soviet 
leaders as marking the end of the transition period, 
and the. beginning of the democratic rule toward 
whose eventual adoption, it is asserted, all previous 
steps have been directed. The document has been 
approved by the Presidium, but final acceptance, with 
possible changes, awaits the action of the All-Union 
Congress of. Soviets next Nov. 25. 

The constitutional change, of course, must be 
judged by its actual workings rather than by its dec- 
larations. Statements either that Russia has become 
democratic or that she is seeking to disguise her 
dictatorship are accordingly premature. Nevertheless, 
even at this early stage, there is one factor of con- 
siderable significance. In a time when democratic 
forms and parliamentary government are under con- 
stant attack, when several major nations have turned 
their backs on these principles to adopt those of 
Fascism, it is noteworthy that this powerful nation 
of 160,000,000 inhabitants is considering revising its 
government along the lines of democracy. 

Tendencies toward a lightening of restrictions 
have been visible in Russia for several years. It is 
likely that the new Constitution will bring some 
additions to the citizens’ privileges. Since only one 
political party, the Communist, will be legal, there 
will still be a wide gulf between the usual practices 
of democracy and those of Russia. Nevertheless, 
every step toward liberal forms in the world today 
is to be welcomed. 


SPENDING THE BONUS. 

Bonus checks and bonds totaling $1,924,000,000 
have been broadcast over the land to 3,500,000 vet- 
erans, amid general rejoicing. To many of the 
ex-service men, the payment is a godsend, making 
possible the payment of debts and the purchase of 
various necessary articles and services long post- 
poned. The flood of dollars is welcomed, too, as a 
stimulus to business, to help the country beat its 
way back from the depression. 

It is estimated that about three-fourths of the 
bonds will be turned into cash by the veterans. Fig- 
ures compiled by the American Legion on the basis 
of questionnaires answered by 42,500 members give 
an indication of what uses will be made of the 
money. The chief categories are: payment of debts, 
31 per cent; homes and real estate, 24 per cent; 
furnishing homes, 8 per cent; clothing, 7 per cent; 
motor vehicles, 8 per cent; investments, 8 per cent, 
and the remainder for insurance, education, savings, 
etc. In many fields, no doubt, the results of these 
expenditures will be felt in a less severe midsum- 
mer slump and in increased employment. 

The bonus, then, is another form of “pump-prim- 
ing.” As in other experiments along this line, one 
factor too often is lost to sight: the cost in future

HEN Mussolini announced _ recently 
Wiens he intended to. nationalize large- 

scale industry in Fascist Italy, his 
statement fell upon the ears of a world 
unprepared for such an announcement. One 
can understand this unpreparedness, 

The common ground upon which reaction- 
ary capitalists and revolutionary radicals 
have been able to stand has been their com- 
plete agreement that the Fascist state .in 
Italy and the National Socialist state in 
Germany were created by capitalists and 
have remained the creatures of capitalists 
since their foundation. This unanimity 
sprang from a curious kind of wishful 
thinking on the part of both reactionaries 
and radicals. It could be fitted with ,reas- 
onable snugness into the Marxian doctrine 
of the radicals, and it gave-a sense of se- 
curity to the reactionaries, 

It was a plausible theory, and I believed 
it for a long time. If it had not happened 
that I was later in a position where the 
weight of evidence overwhelmed me, I 
would, no doubt, have gone on believing it 
until the present time. 

I went to Germany in the early fall of 
1932, to watch Hitler’s advent to power. 1 
carried firmly fixed ir? my mind this pop- 
ular error about National Socialism. It was 
relinquished only with the slowness and re- 
luctance which are customary when deep- 
ly planted conceptions have to be uproot- 
ed. It had to be relinquished because the 
theory simply would not stand analysis. 

Instead of either a triumph for capital- 
ism, as visualized by conservatives outside 
Germany, or a temporary victory for cap- 
italism in its decadence, as seen by the Com- 
munists, Hitler’s victory had been a crush- 
ing defeat for capitalism. 

* * * 


Private property, except for personal pos- 
session and Government bonds is, of course, 
non-existent in Russia. Private property 
does have the protection of the state in 
both Italy and Germany, Nevertheless, these 
differences between the types of the total- 
itarian state are neither so absolute nor so 
all-embracing as they first appear. 

Private property does not consist of 
things. It consists of rights, the most im- 
portant of which is the right to receive an 
income without the requirement of any per- 
sonal service rendered. Viewed from this 
angle, one sees that private property in Ger- 
many and Italy has been sharply limited. 

In Italy, one may not use one’s land to 
produce the most profitable crop, but in- 
stead one must use it to produce the crops 
which Italy’s need for self-sufficiency dic- 
tates. Through its control of all impor- 
tant financial institutions, the Fascist state 
uses the savings of individuals where the 
interest of the state demands, and the re- 
turn upon them is determined by the state. 

So likewise in Germany. The capital 
savings of the German people are used for 
rearmament and other work-creating proj- 
ects. The profits of industry are levied 
upon to pay for export subsidies. The rate 
of return is limited to a minimum, and al] 
above this minimum must be invested in 
rearmament loans. 

What has been the attitude of American 


capitalists toward the authoritarian state? | 


It is, of course, superfluous to consider the 
attitude of capitalists toward the Soviet 
model. With respect to the Fascist type, 
the attitude of capitalists has ranged be- 
tween the extremes of virtuous rejection 
and feverish yearning. : 

There have always been, no doubt, cap- 
italists who sincerely disapproved of both 
Hitler and Mussolini, and all their works. 
Even capitalists who secretly admire Mus- 
solini and Hitler often denounce this or that 
trend in government as typical of Com- 
munism, Fascism and Hitlerism. Although 
it is logical enough to bracket these three 
systems of government and economy to- 
gether, there is little doubt that ordinarily 
when these three terms are employed in the 
game category, the term Communism has 
been used out of real feeling, while Hitler- 
ism and Fascism have been included to pre- 
serve the appearance of impartiality. 

Those capitalists who really have been 
sincere in their opposition to all forms of 


the totalitarian state have had a feeling of. 


personal virtue in opposing Fascism and 
National Socialism. They have supposed 
that they were being loyal to parliamenta- 
rianism and democracy in opposition to the 
selfish interests,;of their class. « 


Developments in Italy now demonstrate, 

on the contrary, that it would be actually in 
the selfish interests of capitalists to oppose 
all forms of the totalitarian state. Of course, 
it still remains true that if the capitalist 
must choose between the Soviet type and 
Fascist-National Socialist type, he had far 
better choose the latter. By so doing, he 
would avoid death or what to him would 
be the slow horror of “liquidation as a 
class.” Yet in National Socialism and in 
Fascism or in any similar system, the cap- 
italist is bound to disappear as surely as, 
if less painfully than, under Communism. 
’ The question which at once suggests 
itself is: Why is it not possible for cap- 
italists carefully to select and groom a dic- 
tator who will defend and maintain laissez- 
faire capitalism while suppressing parlia- 
mentary democratic government? The ex- 
perience of both Italy and Germany indi- 
cates the almost insuperable obstacles to 
the success of such a scheme. The govern- 
ments of both Von Papen and Von Schleich- 
er represented attempts at setting up dicta- 
torships by conservatives. Yet these at- 
tempts failed and were bound to fail. 

For such an effort to be really successful, 
there must be a very large degree of mass 
support. Such support cannot be obtained 
for a program which ‘appeals directly only 
to conservatives, as can be seen in the 
United States from the experience of the 


_ Liberty League. 


The conclusion which one is bound to 
reach is that the maintenance of a capital- 
istic system based on private property and 
on direction by individual capitalists de- 
pends in turn upon the continued mainte- 
mance of parliamentary government. Any 
group of capitalists who attempt to set up 
@ politically totalitarian state as a sort of 
Praetorian Guard for capitalism would find 
that they had in effect set their feet on the 
surprisingly short road which leads to eco- 
nomic totalitarianism.

HUNURARY YALE DEGREE 


Writer William McFee and 
Sculptor Carl Milles Also 
Receive Awards.

Re- 
calling that the author is “the only 
American winner of the Nobel 
Prize in literature,” Prof Phelps 
said: “Shakespeare and Dickens 
were pre-eminent; Sir James Barrie» 
though a mortal man, is the father 
of immortal children, and to this 
select company Lewis belongs.” 

In conferring the degree on Lewis 
Angell said: “Author of perilous 
books that once opened.cast a fatal 
spell and may not be closed ere 
the last page is scanned; satirist 
of the tawdry, the mean, the petty; 
interpreter of a bewildered genera- 
tion struggling to find itself in a 
world adrift from its old-time moor- 
ings, your alma mater, justly proud 
of your pre-eminent achievement, 
confers upon you the degree of 
Doctor of Letters.”

EVANGELICAL CONSTITUTION 


Synod Prepares to Submit Docu- 
ment to Churches. 
By the Associated Press. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 17.— 
The General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church yes- 
terday put the final touches to the 
constitution and by-laws by which 
a merger of all the church’s boards 
and agencies will be effected. 

The document will be submitted 
to churches for approval and will 
be formally ratified two years 
hence.

DRAWS LARGE CROWD 


Mozart Work Heard for First 
Time Here at John Burroughs 
Garden Theater. 


Francis Findlay and the Little 
Symphony orchestra last night en- 
tered a new field—not to say a 
promising field, and one compara- 
tively unexplored around these 
parts—with a program which dis- 
played the individual excellences of 
five members of the orchestra and 
at first attracted, and then fasci- 
nated, by far the largest audience 
of this season or last. 

The numbers must have closely 
approached the organization's de- 
sired 1000. It was announced that, 
owing to the inevitable tendency to 
late arrival, none will be seated 
during the first mumber of next 
Tuesday's concert at the John Bur- 
rough’s garden theater—the last 
which Mr. Findlay is to conduct 
this summer. 

The attendance was only one in- 
dication that the summer concert 
series has graduated from consid- 
eration as a venture of significance 
and promise to a maturity where it 
can, as it must, stand on its own 
feet. It no longer needs the gra- 
tuituous aid of environment and 
mood, though certainly it still has 
them. As a matter of fact there 
were whole sections of the pro- 
gram last night where the sur- 
roundings were as completely for- 
gotten as though they had com- 
prised the conventional hall with 
plush seats, gilded dome and a ven- 


The major offering was Mozart's 
Symphonie Concertante in E flat 
for violin and viola, K. 364, with 
Francis Jones and Herbert Van den 
Burg as soloists. It was the first 
time it had been heard in St. Louis, 
but, one hopes, not the last. 

In the absence of Kreisler and 
Bailly, the soloists, like the others 
to be mentioned seemed quite ade- 
quate to the demands of the occa- 
sion. More than that, there was 
apparent—-specifically, from the sec- 
ond movement of the Handel Con- 
certo Grosso which opened the pro- 
gram-—a growing integrity and fin- 
ish in the performance of the or- 
chestra as a whole. It conferred a 
measure of interest even on “The 
Flight of the Bumble Bee.” 

The “concertino” in the Concerto 
Grosso, No. 7 in C major, consisted 
of Concertmaster Jones and Felix 
Slatkin, violins, and Resident Con- 
ductor Max Steindel, cello. The 
surroundings possibly abetted the 
lyricism of Arthur Foote’s “Night 
Piece for Flute and Strings,” with 
Laurent Torno as soloists, and the 
Romance from Converse’s “Scare- 
crow Sketches” and contributed to 
the unearthly effect of cackling 
hamstrung rhythm in the Witch 
Dance from the same group. The 
concluding number was the Johann 
Strauss overture to “Die Fleder- 
maus.”

has been free from the _ sinister 
shadow of Pendergast? 

“The idea that any candidate can 
solicit and receive the support of 
a political boss, and then be free 
from the influence of that boss is 
pure apple sauce, and to assume 
that the people of Missouri will 
swallow this kind of sophistry is 
to imply that they do not possess 
average intelligence.” 

Pendergast, Hirth said, never has 
held public office and makes no 
pretense to being informed on pub- 
lic questions. “He is an ex-saloon 
keeper who, during recent years, 
has built up a political machine in 
Kansas City against which the 
most of its people stand in abso- 
lute terror,” Hirth continued, “and 
the fruits of which may be judged 
by the Union Station massacre, 
and by ==underworld conditions 
which have long smelled to high 
heaven, 

“Since prohibition came to an 
end it,is said that Mr. Pendergast 
has become our State’s largest 


liquor dealer, and thus, with his 
other ‘rackets,’ no one will deny 
that he believes with Iago that it 
is wise to put money in one’s pock- 
ets. 
“Party in His Vest Pocket.” 

“This is the man who today car- 
ries the Democratic party around 
in his vest pocket.” 

Hirth reviewed the extension of 
the Pendergast power from Kan- 
sas City into the counties of the 
State, of the building of “little Pen- 
dergast machines” in many coun- 
ties through the work of State em- 
ployes. 

“Tt can be said,” he continued, 
“that never before in any state in 
the Union has the patronage of 
public office, and the public plun- 
der that follows in its wake, been 
so expertly or ruthlessly marshaled 


as here in. Missouri. 


“Mr. Pendergast may be some- 
what foggy on the whys and where- 
fores of the Federal Constitution 
and whether or not our State tax 
system is an equitable one, but 
when it comes to making every 
trick count in the game of spoils 
politics he is a past master who 
can give any other boss in this 
country cards and spades.” 


\. Hirth discussed what he termed 


the “fruits of Pendergastism,” cit- 
ing the fire insurance rate com- 
promise by which, he said, 80 per 
cent of $11,000,000 of excess fire 
premiums paid by Missouri policy, 
holders were turned over to the in- 
surance companies, insurance 
agents and lawyers, while only 20 
per “cent were returned to those 
who had paid them. 

This compromise, Hirth said, was 
agreed to only after Insurance 
Superintendent O’Malley, who re- 
ceived his appointment through 
Pendergast’s influence, had made a 
hurried trip to New York to ob- 
tain Pendergast’s approval as he 
was on the point of sailing for Eu- 
rope. 

He recalled a recent contract 
O’Malley made with James P. Ayl- 
ward, Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman and chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, and 
Jerome Walsh, both Kansas City 
lawyers, under which they would 
receive 25 per cent of any amount 
they might be able to collect from 
fraternal insurance societies in al- 
leged back taxes. 

“Buzzard’s Feast” for Lawyers. 

“Tf all the political scandals Mis- 
souris ever has known were rolled 
into one,” Hirth said, “they would 
not equal the buzzard’s feast which 
the machine lawyers are obtain- 
ing.” 

The suits against the fraternal 
societies, which Hirth said were 
not due under the law, would if 
successful net the lawyers more 
than $1,000,000 in fees. “It would 
seem,” he said, “that Mr. O’Mal- 
ley is pulling chestnuts out of the 
fire for old line fire and life insur- 
ance companies.” 

He charged that in addition to 
the Insurance Department the Pen- 
dergast machine had obtained con- 
trol over the State Highway De- 
partment, and that funds which 
should be available for old-age pen- 
sions were being wasted in salaries 
for unnecessary State employes af- 
filiated with the political machine. 

“If I should become Governor,” 
he said, “I should not only demand 
that the various State departments 
dispense with the hundreds of need- 
less employes who are consuming 
funds that should go to our old 
folks and those who are ill or un- 
employed, and to the children in 
the large cities who are hungry, 
but I will ask the Legislature to 
enact a law that will cause the 
instant discharge of any State em- 
ploye who takes part in a political 
campaign. 

“A State employe is not the chat- 


_tel of the boss or party from whom 
_he obtained his job. He is a serv- 


ant of the State and as such his 
working hours belong to the State. 
What in Next Four Years. 

“In a final word on this score, 
never in its history has Missouri 
witnessed an exhibition of ruthless 
spoils politics such as had been 
revealed under Pendergastism

An allocation of $10,000 to the St. 
Louis chapter of the American Red 
Cross for vocational training of the 
physically handicapped has been 
ordered by Lioyd W. King, State 
Superintendent of Schools, accord- 
ing to P. H. Burns, executive sec- 
retary of the local chapter. 

The money, from State and Fed- 
eral funds for vocational rehabilita- 
tion, was allocated on conditiomw 
that the Red Cross here appropri- 
ate $6500 for similar purposes. It 
is anticipated that such assistance 
to the handicapped will be admin- 
istered eventually by the State. 

During 1935, the St. Louis Red 
Cross trained 255 handicapped per- 
sons in new occupations, with 95 
of the number completing courses 
and finding employment.

HAMPTON HIGHWAY 
T0 BE READY JULY 1 


Viaduct and Avenue Widening 
Last Links in, Southwestern 
Thoroughfare. 

/ 


The $266,000 Hampton avenue via- 
duct and the $85.000 paving of 
widened Hampton avenue, between 
Manchester and Oakland avenues, 
forming the last links in an im- 
portant major thoréughfare stretch- 
ing across the southwestern quad- 
rant of the city, will be ready for 
use about July 1. 

Unusual in type in St. Louis, the 


viaduct crosses Manchester avenue, 
the Missouri Pacific and _ Frisco 
Railroad tracks and the open chan- 
nel of the Des Peres Drainage 
Works. It is 802 feet long, not 
counting the approaches, and 1172 
feet long with them. It clears 
Manchester by 16 feet, the railroad 
lines by 22 feet and the drainage 
channel by 45 feet. 

Over the channel there is a long, 
attractively designed arch. The re- 
mainder of the structure consists 
of flat spans of reinforced concrete, 
with steel girders added over Man- 
chester and the Missouri Pacific. 
There are brick railings with stone 
copings. The bridge -proper is 60 
feet wide, with a 40-foot, four-lane 
roadway and 10-foot sidewalks. The 
approaches are 80 feet wide, with 
56-foot roadways and 12-foot side- 
walks. 

Allowance for Future. 

Allowance is made for future 
widening of Manchester avenue, 
and the original plan for a pier in 
the middle of that busy street was 
dropped, leaving a clear span. On 
the east side of the viaduct a stair- 


chester sidewalk and the north ap- 
proach; it is to be roofed. The 
original site of Hampton avenue, 


retained to provide a traffic con- 
nection between the two streets. 

The north approach starts on a 
hill at Loretta street (a block north 
of Manchester) and the south ap- 
proach on a high clay bank at Eve- 
line street (a block south of the 
drainage channel). Work was 
started in the autumn of 1934 and 
delayed for some time by labor dif- 
ficulties. Thirty per cent of the 
cost is expected to be borne by a 
PWA grant, a portion of which has 
been received, and the rest comes 
from 1920 and 1923 city grade cross- 
ing bonds. The railroads were not 
asked to bear any part of the cost 
on the theory of city officials that 
this was a new structure, not an 
elimination of an old grade cross- 
ing. 


For a half-mile, between Man- 
chester and Oakland, Hampton was 
legally widened from 60 to 80 feet 
a number of years ago, by acquisi- 
tion of a strip along the east side, 
but scrapping of the old 36-foot 
brick roadway began only recently. 
Laying of a new concrete base for 
a 56-foot roadway is nearly fin- 
ished. A light asphalt coat of 
rough, skid-resisting texture will be 
laid on top. The paving is being 
done by the WPA, without expense 
to the city. 

Express Highway Connection. 

Last year the State built a via- 
duct over the new express highway 
in Forest Park, carrying Hampton 
into the park, with “cloverleaf” con- 
nections adjoining Oakland avenue 
for traffic shifting between the 
express highway and Hampton. 

Between the viaduct over Man- 
chester and Gravois avenue, Hamp- 
ton is an 80-foot street, with con- 
crete pavement of varying widths, 
traversing a district developed in 
recent years. Its southern end ad- 
joins the Des Peres drainage chan- 
nel, the new River des Peres Park- 
way and the southwestern city lim- 
its. Hampton is the only through 
north-south traffic artery west of 
Kingshighway in this extensive ter- 
ritory. -

DOROTHY the _ convention 
THOMPSON. with eyes some- 
what amazed, remarked that the 
perfect substitute had been found 
for the ballot, a means of achiev- 
ing direct democracy, for here was 
a scientific instrument of great pre- 
cision which registered with com- 
plete impartiality the emotions of 
the masses and the’ popularity of 
ideas. 

I watched this instrument care- 
fully during all of the major 
speeches of the convention, with an 
eye to seeing what concepts aroused 
the largest and most spontaneous 
enthusiasm. Almighty God, the 
Supreme Court and the Constitu- 
tion. usually rated between 60 and 
10. So did Liberty and Free Men, 
whenever the words were spoken. 
But there were two passages in two 
fpeeches towards which the disin- 
terested machine registered dimet- 
rically different responses. The 
first passage was a remark in the 
keynote speech of Senator Steiwer.

“While design of the structure of 
betterment for the common man 
must be inspired by the human 
heart, it can only be achieved by 
the intellect.”

N these two moments the roar 
| machine had measured a reac- 

tion which was certainly a phe- 
homenon of the Republican con- 
vention, and which is, I believe, a 
phenomenon of American life.

The 
fame reaction, with variations in 
span and intensity, would be rec- 
orded by similar machines in Ger- 
Many and in England, in Italy and 
in Russia. It is the reaction against 
the intellectuals.

CHAPTER ONE.

NE August afternoon four years 
Qc a dusty, slightly rattle-trap 

car with the squeaks of many 
miles over prairie roads drew up 
at a filling station in a small Kan- 
sas town. The attendant ambled 
out into the blazing sunlight, 
reached for the gasoline hose with 
one hand and for the car’s filler 
cap with the other. 


“Hold it!” the driver shouted. “I 
got enough to get home on.” And 
he pushed open the car door and 
stepped out, a man of medium 
height, with a round, smooth- 
shaven face and a tan of years’ 
standing. His thinning  iron-gray 
hair was damp with Kansas heat 
and glistening with Kansas dust, 
and his hands were smudged with 
travel. He was in his shirt sleeves, 
and his Summer-weight trousers 
were baggy at the knees. 


“I’m Alf Landon,” he said, wiping 
the sweat from his forehead with 
a swipe of his forearm and extend- 
ing his hand in the: same gesture. 
“Got a spare cigarette on you? 
That’s what I stopped for. Run 
cut of pipe tobacco ‘bout an hour 
back.” 


The attendant hung the gas hose 
back on its hook and fished a pack 
of cigarettes from his pocket. Alf 
Landon furnished the match. 

He stayed ten minutes, talking 
about crops and the oil business 
and the local political outlook, and 
the attendant filled his radiator 
and wiped the dust from his wind- 
shield, but didn’t sell a nickel’s 
worth of oil or gasoline. 


"T been listening to Doc Brinkley 
over the radio,” he said as Landon 
got back in the driver’s seat and 
started the motor. “I was kind of 
sold on him. But you'll get my 
vote.” 


“Thanks,” said Landon. Then he 
added, with a grin, “The Doc’s got 
a gorgeous goatee — but you can’t 
balance a budget with a beard... 
So long.” 


Maybe the story is apocryphal, 
but Kansans tell plenty more in the 
same vein. And apocryphal stories 
don’t stick in the public mind un- 
less they illustrate some character- 
istic of their central figure. Most 
of the Landon stories revolve about 
the same theme. 


There’s the one about how young 
Alf held one of his boyhood flock 
of Plymouth Rock hens on the nest 
until she laid the egg she was sup- 
posed to deliver that day. He had 
to have that egg to complete the 
dozen he wanted to sell. And he 
got the egg. 


There’s the one about how he put 
his college fraternity on a budget 
basis and changed a house deficit 
into a surplus. That one is borne 
out in the fraternity records at the 
University of Kansas. 


And there’s also the one about 
how, as an oil producer, Alf Lan- 
don saw one of his workmen walk 
past a plank lying in the weeds and 
go to a pile of new lumber to get 
what he needed to finish a tool 
shed. Landon hailed the man, 
pointed to the plank in the weeds 
and asked, “What’s that plank 
work, Jack?” 

“About two bits,” the workman 
grinned. 

“If it was a quarter you wouldn't 
pass it up like that, would you?” 
Landon asked. 


Careful With Money, 
No Matter Whose 


HERE should be a follow-up on 
T inet story, telling how Landon 

watched the workman carry the 
plank to the unfinished toolshed, 
saw that he cut it just the length 
he needed and made sure it was 
nailed firmly into place. Maybe 
that follow-up is now in the mak- 
ing, among those who were at the 
Cleveland convention and saw how 
actutely Alf Landon and his men 
sawed the planks that went into 
the Republican platform, and how 
firmly he nailed them down, driv- 
ing the last nails personally, as it 
were, with that telegram from To- 
peka just before the nominating 
session got down to business. 

Alf Landon has always been that 
way, according to his Kansas inti- 
mates. Not stingy; just careful 
with money, no matter whose it is. 
There is a difference. Maybe the 
fact that he made most of his per- 
sonal fortune as a “wildcat” oil pro- 
ducer will indicate that difference 
A “wildcat” producer buys leases 
on unproved fields and sinks wells 
there, praying for a gusher. He 
puts his own money into those 
wells, and oil wells, whether they 
are “dusters” or producers, are ex- 
pensive propositions. Alf Landon 
put a good many thousands of dol- 
lars into holes in the ground before 
he got all of it back. Maybe it's 
the gambler in him. He bets on 
every football game the University 
of Kansas plays—bets a nickel a 
game. Or maybe it’s merely his 
Some folks 
even call it “Alf’s Dutch stubborn- 
ness.” , 

The “Dutch” is really German 
and comes down from Alf Lan- 
don's paternal grandmother. His 
grandfather, Manuel Landon, was a 
carpenter who lived in Conneaut- 
ville, Pa., a district where Landons 
had farmed and worked at village 
trades since shortly after the Revo- 
lution. Manuel Landon married a 
Mary Fetterman, who came of 
Pennsylvania-German stock. His 
son, John, grew up and married An- 
nie Mossman, daughter of the Rev. 
William Herdman Mossman, pa> 
tor of the Conneaut Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. The Landons were 
of English stock and the Mossmans 
of Scottish descent, with a trace

T WAS Henry Allien who first 
| brougne Alf Landon up.to To- 

peka. Henry Allen was Gov- 
ernor of Kansas and was being 
mentioned as a likely candidate 
for President. A lot of water 
had run over the dam since the 
Bull Moose campaign in 1912, 
and Alf Landon had proved him- 
self to be a comer, though he had 
yet to hold elective office. Henry 
Allen brought him to Topeka in 
1922 to pinch hit a few weeks as 
his private secretary. 


It was just 10 years after that 
when Alf Landon went to Topeka 
on his own and took the seat on 
the other side of the Governor’s 
desk—the Governor’s side. 


Those were 20.busy years, the 
two decades between the sum- 
mer Al fLandon organized Mont- 
gomery County for Teddy Roose- 
velt and the summer he drove all 
over the State campaigning 
against “Doc” Brinkley and Har- 
ry Woodring. 

Most of that time Alf Landon 
wasn’t in the spotlight, even in 
Kansas. But he was going 
places, doing things in his own 
way, moving steadily toward the 
events of 1935 and 1936, which 
brought the Landon name out of 
the West on the lilt of a song of 
the Forty-Niners and made it a 
rallying call for the Republicans 
in national convention assem- 
bled at Cleveland. 

Those 20 years were definitely 
back of the terse statement made 
from tht convention platform: 
“Gov. Landon of Kansas is the 
unanimous choice of the conven. 
tion as its nominee for President 
of the United States.” 


Revolutionary times, at least one 
French Huguenot strain. 


His father, John Landon, being 
brought up in the oil area of Penn- 
sylvania, turned to the oil fields 
even before he married. He was a 
more than competent workman and 
struck out on his own as an inde- 
pendent producer, fighting with a 
good many other independents for 
a living in a field where the big 
companies were beginning to close 
in. Standard Oil was closing in. 

John Landon had been too young 
to fight in the Civil War. He fought 
in the oil war instead and didn’t 
make out so well. So he moved to 
the new oil fields in Ohio, but he 
couldn’t escape the fight. 

The Landons were living in Elba, 
O., in 1887. Mrs. Landon, who had 
a small daughter at the time, went 
back to her father’s home a few 
weeks before she was to have a 
second child. There was a doctor 
in the family, back in Pennsylvania. 

So her second child, a son,'| was 
born at West Middlesex, Pa., on 
Sept. 9, 1887. He was christened 
Alfred Mossman Landon. His 
mother took him to the Ohio home 
when he was only a few weeks old. 

The sister died before young Al- 
fred started to school, leaving him 
an only child. He started in at the 
typical Ohio schools of the 1890s, 
just another round-faced, tow- 
headed boy who didn’t particularly 
like to study after the novelty of 
school had worn off and who lost 
a few of his milk-teeth in school- 
yard fights. The family spent their 
summer holidays at Chautauqua 
Lake, up across the corner of Penn- 
syivania and in the edge of New 
York, and young Alfred got a taste 


of Chautauqua Assembly culture by 
squirming in his seat like any boy 
while Senator Hoar or Senator 
Lodge talked about statesmanship 
or somebody whose name he never 
could remember lectured on Italian 
Renaissance art. And, as he grew 
a little older, he went to the Mari- 
etta, O., academy. 


How He Picked 
His Own Nickname 


HE fight with the oil monopoly 

continued, and John Landon de- 

decided to try it on West. There 
was a new field opening up out in 
Oklahoma.

The Landons made out, and there 
was always something to eat inthe 
house. John Landon was a pretty 
good oil man, and he talked oil and 
oil problems at home, when he got 
through work. Young Alfred had 
the notion he would like to try his 
hand at the business.

John Landon had other ideas. 
Like every father of his generation, 
he set store by education for his 
offspring.

nickname, although it must have 
indicated something of his student- 
day qualities. Probably it was be- 
cause he didn’t like the “Foxy” 
name that he began calling himself 
Alf. He was the kind who invited a 
familiar address, and the chose to 
pick his own nickname. 


William Allen White, the veteran 
Kansas editor, recalls the first time 
he met Alf Landon. White was a 
member of the Governing Board of 
the university. A group of the boys 
there was called up before the board 
for discipline. They had been or- 
ganizing a “festive and bibulous 
society” known as T. N. E., which 
didn’t meet with the approval of 
the school authorities. 


“Landon was spokesman for the 
group,” says White. “I remember 
him as a bright-faced boy with 
shoe-button eyes, a dimple on each 
side of his smile. He was keener 
and cannier than he seemed. After 
a few well-chosen words of prom- 
ises, the boys went on their ways 
rejoicing. Incidentally, while Al- 
fred was in school they kept their 
promises.” 

In 1908 Landon was graduated 
with his Bachelor of Laws degree. 
He had told his father before grad- 
uation that he didn’t intend to 
practice law, but the elder Landon 
thought the youngster had at least 
got the oil virus out of his veins. 
He was pretty sure of it when Alf 
came home and took a job in the 
bank at Independence, Kan. 


He remained in the bank job 
three years, learning the routine 
of the business and saving some 
money. But his father was still in 
the oil business, and when Alf saw 
that John Landon sometimes took 
more money out of one new oil 
well in a few months than he could 
earn behind the grille of a bank in 
a year, he got restless. Alf knew 
the oll business, and he knew he 
knew it. He quit the bank job. 

With his own money and with 
what he could borrow, he went out 
and bought an oil lease on what 
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In 1919 ... The future Governor and

looked to him like oil land in his 
home county, Montgomery. He got 
together a driller’s rig and started 
to work. 

“Spudding in” an oil well is an 
exciting business. There is your 
derrick, firmly set over the spot 
where your drill is going to start 
down to those black, oil-bearing 
sands. There is your engine house, 
with the steam up in the boiler. 
There are the piles of cable, the 
heavy drills, a few lengths of cas- 
ing. 

Alf Landon, in overalls and a 
battered hat and with a smudge of 
lubricating oil on his face, looked 
things over, puffing eagerly on his 
pipe. Then he turned to his engi- 
neer and said, ‘Let’s go.” The engi- 
neer threw in the clutch, the steam 
hissed in the cylinders, the big bull 
wheel began to turn, the long walk- 
ing beam jerked, a cable squeaked 
in its sheaves, the drill hit the earth 
with a thud and Alf Landon’s first 
well was “spudded in.” 

Day after day the steam con- 
tinued to hiss and the drill to thud, 
and Landon kept watching the 
sludge that came from the hole. 
Cables broke. Drills were lost and 
had to be fished for. Casting 
buckled in the bore and had to be 
pulled and put down again. Delay. 
Worry. Work, work night and day. 
Alf Landon had seen the same 
things happen to other drillers. He 
knew what he was up against be- 
fore he started.

Oilman Meets 


AY after day the same routine 
went on, and at last the cable 
length showed they were at the 
depth where they ought to be get- 
ting something. Alf stayed on the 
job, sleeping on a pile of coal sacks 
in the tool shed—when he slept. 
. . . Down another 100 feet, and 
another, and 5) feet more... . 
And at last Alf knew he had sunk 
a “duster.” 
He went out and bought another 
lease, picked his site carefully and

moved his rig. He rustled backing, 
talked to his father, argued with 
him over prospects, finally “spudded 
in” again. 

That’s a “wildcat” oilman’s life. 
If he knows his geology and luck 
is with him, he doesn’t get more 
than three or four “dusters” for 
every producer he brings in. Alf 
Landon finally brought in a pro- 
ducer. And when he did, he was an 
oil man almost beyond recovery. 


So Alf Landon became an inde- 
pendent oil producer, and he began 
to make money at it. He moved 
from the Kansas field back to Ok- 
lahoma, moved wherever there was 
a good oil prospect. But every sum- 
mer he took time off to go back, 
with his father and mother, to 
Chautauqua Lake for a few weeks, 
to relax and to swim and to listen 
to the Chautauqua lectures and to 
meet again and talk with old 
friends of the family. 


Lately he had gone back there to 
see a girl from Oil City, Pa. who 
also spent her summers at Chau- 
tauqua. Her name was Margaret 
Fleming. 


Alf’s mother died in 1914, and 
in 1915 he married Peggy Fieming, 
took her back to Kansas with him. 
She bore him a daughter less than 
two years later, a baby they christ- 
ened Margaret Ann. Then, less 
than a year after that, Margaret 
Fleming Landon died. 

Alf Landon didn’t stay in Kansas 
long after that. He saw that his 
baby daughter would be properly 
taken care of, and he enlisted in 
the army. Something to keep him 
busy with routine for a while and 
help him forget his own griefs. 

Because of his technical experi- 
ence, he was commissioned First 
Lieutenant in the Chemical War- 
fare Service and was sent to New 
Jersey. He was still there, awaiting 
orders to sail to France, when the 
Armistice was signed. 

He went back home, a widower 
at 31, the father of a baby girl, an 
independent oll prdducer who had 
made a little money. He talked

things over with his father. He ha@ 
the notion that he might take @ 
little time now and see what was 
in the deck, politically speaking. It 
would at least be a diversion while 
he was trying to get his life 
straightened out again. He would 
be out meeting people, moving 
around, busy. 


Alf Landon wasn't, ignorant of 
politics. Young men didn’t grow 
up out there in that day ignorant 
of politics. Particularly not in Kane 
sas, where even the winds seem 
to blow political discussions across 
the plains and down the flinty 
valleys, and where such editors as 
William Allen White, Henry Allen 
and Arthur Capper saw to it that 
the winds had plenty of political 
discussion to blow. 


Many factors went into Alf Lan 
don’s interest in politics. He was at 
that boyish age which thrills at 
heroics when Teddy Roosevelt and 
the Rough Riders stormed San 
Juan Hill, and he didn't forget the 
name. He was the son of an inde- 
pendent oil producer who had 
fought the oil corporations, Stand. 
ard Oil in ‘particular, in Pennsyk 
vania, in Ohio, in Oklahoma and in 
Kansas. 

Teddy RoosevelR was in the White 
House, busting trusts and breathing 
the fire of reform, and the evening 
“bull sessions” at the © fraternity 
houses and in student gathering 
places at Lawrence were frequently 
devoted to discussion of Teddy's 
policies. Even the professors were 
drawn into the arguments, for pro 
fessors at a sthool with such men 
as William Allen White on the 
board weren't afraid to speak out. 

The college discussions ended 
with graduation, and Alf went 
home to work in the bank, where 
he had opportunity to talk with 
farmers who had two stock topics, 
politics and the weather. Taft was 
in the White House.

Burial of Past 


And Reawaking 
To The Future 


By the Rev. J. F. Newton 


ARK TWAIN once had a queer 
Maream that he went to his own 

funeral; not only as the corpse, 
but as the chief mourner, and also 
as the minister. He thought it fan- 
tastic, but it is a fact. 

Each of us goes to his own fu- 
neral not once, but many times. We 
not only bury ourselves, but we read 
the service, and we are the grave- 
digger. It is one of the commonest 
facts of life. 

Take the case of Robertson of 
Brighton, one of the noblest preach- 
ers of his day. He wanted to be a 
soldier like his grandfather, his 
father and his brothers. He 
dreamed of wearing the uniform. 

At last, after much delay, he was 
admitted to the Third Dragoon 
Guards; but at the same time he 
felt an irresistible call to enter the 
ministry. The struggle was terri- 
ble, but the pulpit won. 

Having made the great decision, 
he took off his uniform, laid aside 
his sword, and entered the church. 
His first service, it is said, was con- 
ducted alone. It was a solemn, 
silent funeral service. 

Quietly he buried the soldier in 
him, digging the grave and reading 
the ritual. But, before burying the 
soldier, he stripped him of his mili- 
tary virtues and carried them into 
the pulpit. 

There is a funeral, then, at the 
beginning of life as well as at the 
end; and often between. Did not a 
great poet tell us that we rise on 
stepping stones of our dead selves 
to higher things? P 

And selves that are dead must 
be decently buried. Often it is an 
agonizing experience, too. How 
many dreams, plans, hopes and 
loves lie buried in our hearts, like 
graves along the way. 

But it can be the happiest of all 
experiences, as it was with St. Paul, 
who rejoiced that he had died with 
Christ, and wrote the obituary no- 
tice in a kind of anthem. Such a 
funeral is a festival! 

What most of us need is a few 
first-class funerals inside of us,.
